Three Japanese Armies Have Gen. 
Kuropatkin In a Corner. 





Russians Concentrated at Haicheng, Where They are Being Hard 
Pressed —St, Petersburg Admits That They Must Fight or 
Retreat Northward--Situation at the Foot Critical— 
Heavy Fighting Has Been Going on for Days. 


St. Petersburg! Aug. 1.—Sithough 
public attention has been | distracted 
from the events of the war during 
the past week, first, because of the 
fear of international complications, 
and, second, because of the assassi- 
nation of Minister of the Interior 
Von Plehre, the situation at the 
front is regarded as critical. 

The enveloping movements of three 
Japanese armies of Generals Kuroki, 
Nodzu and Oku around Gen. Kuro- 
patkin's position appears to be al- 
most complete, and the extended line 
of the Japanese seems to be the only 
drawback to concerted action. It is 
realized here that the Russian gener- 
al must now either fight or with- 
draw the whole army northward. He 
is being closely pressed at Haicheng. 
At that place Gen. Kuroki'’s north- 
¢rn column makes it extremely dan- 
gerous to remain there, because, 
while holding the position to give 
battle against the Japanese, whose 
advance is notoriously slow and care- 
ful, Gen, Kuroki might push through 
and cut his -rallway communications 
to Liaoyang. 

While nothing is definitely known, 
there are some unofficial indications 
that matters are rapidly maturing 
for vither a battle or a retreat. 

A few days are expected to deler- 
mine which course Gen. Kuropatkin 
has elected to pursuc. The indica- 
tions are that the Baltic squadron is

We wonder what Nelson would bnve 
said if ho could have looked a cv:i- 
tury ahead and read in the dai.y 
paper a sentence such as this: ‘‘Afior 
the receipt (of the: intimation® the 
Russian warships Varyag and Kor 
eitz left tho harbor and engaged the 
Japanese fleet at from six to eight 





miles distance,”’ a! plece of informa- |. 


tion which we read to-day without 
the least surprise, 

Ia Nelson’s timo a gun. which 
would firo a 6&lb. ball with any 
hope of hitting an’ enemy's ship a 
mile away’ was a thing to be won- 
dered at, and, indeed, such’ monster 
weapons were rarely used. The 
standard weapon carried by the 
largest ship of the line was a thirty- 
two pounder, and to make it cflcc- 
tive the opposing ships ‘preferred to 
get within pistol-range of each otber 
before discharging their broadsides. 

And yet, when %elson was still 
alive and with his - greatest honors 
unwon, it was seriously thought that 
the battleship of the period had 
touched finality in naval construc- 
tion, *'The size of our ship,’’ wrote 
& great authority in 1800, ‘‘scems 
now to have nearly reached its maxi- 
mum; for Nature herself in somo 
measure fixes its limits. ‘Timber, the 
growth of Nature, cannot be mado 
to grow larger, and the very ele- 
ment in which our ships are to navi- 
gate ha& only certain depths that 
cannot be increased.’* 

And then the writer proceeds to 
throw up his hands in amazement at 
a “‘ship of’ most extraordinary size 
which the French have lately built— 
with a keel 172 fect long and a ton- 
nage of 2,850—an unwieldy monster 
pronounced to be entirely unfit for 
servico and which hath never been 
out of harbor.*’ 

ut what o baby this leviathan 
would look to-day by the side of a 
London or Buiwark of much niore 
than twice the length and four times 
the tonnage, which can’ -force its 
Way against wind and waves at a 
speed of well over twenty miles an 
hour. Still, a first-rate ship of - a 
century ago wos a very fine vessel 
and, for the time, a splendid fighting 
machine, well worth spending & 
minute or two in picturing. Al- 
though called a “‘three-decker,’” she 
had, in fact, five decks, of which 
three carried her hundred or more 
guns. 

Along the whole length of her 
main deckjon cach sidé was . row 
of seventce s“two pounders; the 
middle deck beieath carried seven- 
teen of these guns on each sid, to- 
gether with two 8-inch guns, poist- 
ing thelr grim muzzles. tke their 
fellows above and beluw, through as 
maby ports; and on tho lower deck 
were twenty-cight thirty-two pound- 
ers and four 8-inch guns; while still 
deeper in the ship was the magazine, 
containing about thirty-five tons ef 
gunpowder, 

Thus wo have a stately battleship 
showing over a-hundred vicious tecth 
to the enemy, and sure to give an 
excellent. account of herself, Each of 
her ninety-six smaller guns fred a 
82-1b, ball propelled by a charge of 
14-lbs. of powder, and « broadside 
would pour something like three- 
quarters ef a ton of metal into the 
enemy's video. 

A battleship of to-day, like the 
Lendon, carries enly forty-six guns, 
but a single one of them can dis- 
charge In two shots as great ao 
weight of metal os an entire broad- 
side of Nelson‘ biggest ship. The 
AQinch gun, of which each battle 
ship carries four, despatches a pro- 
igctiic weighing 850 lbs. by means of 
a charge of 207 Ibs. of cordite. The 
shell has an extreme range of over 
twenty aniles, and will go clean 
through 3 fect of from at the dis-

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Australian Bushmen Have Gift ef Pre 
phecy as to Seasons, 


One of the most remarkable ta- 
stances of science learning from say- 
gery and instinct is that which Ie 
of everyday occurrence in Australia, 

‘Tho Australlan natives aro expert 
Weather prophets. It is @ gift that 
can hardly be called instinct, inas- 
much as they form their Judgment 
from a thousand and ono signs 
about them, such as the average 
white would not notice. The appear 
ance of the trees, the length of the 
stalk of certain reeds, the actions 
and doings of native animals, insects 
reptiles and fish; in short, a thou- 
sand and one signs, the purport of 
which they have learned by long cen- 
turies of observation, constitute 
their stock in trade aa weather pro- 
phets. 

Years ago, in the days of the old 
Botany Bay settlement, tho English 
learned to appreciate the ‘‘weather 
sense’ of the natives, and later, 
when tho colony became civilized ani 
Weather stations wera establishtd 
hero and there over the country, the 
dest native weather prophets were 
employed as members of the” staff, 
Many stories aro related of their 
wonderful, powers of forosight. 

In Australian tho conditions are 
such that it would be desirable if the 
meteorologists could foretell the wea 
ther six to cight months in advance, 
something which no weather forecast- 
er is able to accomplish, twenty-four 
hours being the longest period at 
which ho can or will venture a fore 
cast, 

Put the native feather doctors do 
not hesitate to predict what will 
occur six months to a year ahead, 
and, what is most remarkablo, thoy. 
hit it correctly more often than one 
Would expect. 

There is o stogy current that sev 
eral years-ago t® sheep farmors and 
winemakers in aYyertain quarter of 
Australia were mich wrought up, 
thinking tho year would be followed 
by a severe drought. 

The Weather Bureau men held the 
samo opinion, but would not, of 
course, venture anv_prognostications 
so far ahead. Yet; while all were con- 
fident that the next year would 
bring death to the herds and flocks, 
an old native weather prophet at- 
tached to the station shook his 
head, declaring that ho had serious 
doubts of such a thing happening. 

D’revalled upon to set his wits to 
-work, ho gathered together provi- 
sions and set forth into the — desert, 
saying he was going to consult the 
signs and would return in’ about @ 
month, Where-hoe went or what he did 
no one know, but at the end of the 
month he returned, declaring that 
the white men were all fools and 
that, ifstead of drought, the next 
Beason would be unusually rainy. Ne 
onc bolieved him, but, sure enough, 
when next season arrived more rain 
fell than had been experienced in 
years, 

In dry, arid countries like Austra- 
lin it is oftentimes casicr to fore 
cast weather than in others. Plant 
life has adapted itself to the condl- 
tions, and by studying their growth 
from year to year one might possib- 
ly in) time Icarn the significance of 
the short or long growth of plants, 

Doubtless, after leaving the station 
the old weather prophet went direct 
to some out of the way locality 
where grew soine particular plant, 
occurring there and in no other. part 
of the region, which during seasons 
preceding a wet or dry spell forecast 
weather events by some peculiarity of 
growth or structure not noticcadle 
to a white person, but plain enough 
to the nativa,

tributed by Mr. J. A. Ruddick, Chief 
of the Dairy Division, Ottawa. “In 


discussing’ the sanitation of cheese 
factories and creamerica, “Dr. Con- 


nell, bactcriologist at the Kingston 
Dairy School, pointed out that one 
great sanitary requisite is good wa- 
ter. Most of our factories obtain 
their water from shallow wells, only 
@ few, using water from deep wells, 
springs, creeks or rivers. Good wa- 
ter be secured - from shal- 
low ir surface wells, yet 
such water-is always classificd as 
suspicious by sanitarians when it is 
ured for drinking purposes. Tho rea- 
son for this simply is that such wa- 
ter is ground water, derived by scep- 
age my soil of the rain or snow 
water. hallow wells are- usually 
placed quite close to’ the houses» or 
factories which they are to supply, 
and: thus the soil in their neighbor- 
hood is apt to become contaminated, 
and this contamination {s sooner or 
lJater carried by seepage into the 
well. Fortunately, the soil isan ex- 
cellent filtering and cleansing agent, 
but it is only able to dispose of a 
certain amount of contaminating ma- 
terial, Such disposal takes time, so 
that if there is a particularty~heavy 
rain, the contaminating matter may 
be carried far into the earth below 
the purifying Inyer, and thus soak 
unchanged into, the wells. If a large 
ainount of this contaminating ma- 
terial finds its way into the soil, the 
earth becomes “soured,” and can no 
longer dispose of or purify the 
Waste, which tends to soak into and 
mix with the ground water. Some 
surface wells are so constructed as 
to be mere surface drainage pits; 
that is they are not raised above 
the surrounding earth, and hence re- 
ccive the surface washing direct. 
Farmers and makers ought to realize 
that a surface well docs not get its 
water from some hidden source be- 
low, but is simply a collecting reser- 
voir for the ground water derived 
from rain and snow water. And fur- 
ther, that if the soil in the neighber- 
hood of such a well is saturated yith 
slop Water and houso or fac ory 
drainings, that sooner or later these 
will make their way into the well, 
Some Tests.—Prof! Shutt’s chemi- 
¢al-anatyses of farm’ well water have 
shown the majority of the wells to be 
little better than cosspools. From 
100 to 200 samples ‘a year are ana- 
lyzed at the chemical laboratory of 
tho Central Experimental Farm, and 
not one-fifth of these can be passed 
as safe and Wholesome. By far the 
Krealer number are utterly condemn- 
ed, while others are reported os sus- 
hicious, putting them in the category 
of those’ that are unsafe to use. ‘The 
bacteriological examinations of Dr. 
Connell and Prof. Harrison of the 
Ontario Agricultural Coliegé, shows 
similar results. Dr. Connell mention 
ed that out of a dozen factory wa- 
ters sent him last summer not one 
Was found fit for use. All were badly 
contaminated, and for drinking pur- 
Poses would be tmmediately condemn- 
ed. Later Dr. Connell had an oppor- 
tunity of seeing two of the wells 
from which the samples were taken. 
Noth were subjeet to direct gTOSS 
Contamination from drainage water 
Iving under the factory floors, and 
the streains of dirty slinie could be 
seen opening into the wells about 
four fect below the surface. Doth 
these waters were very foul, so foul 
that animals would not touch them. 
Such a well is generally rined a 
“mineral one in the section, prob- 
ably because the sulphuretted hydro- 
Ren of decomposition causes an odor 
somewhat like that of natural sul- 
phur water, 

Improvement Necessary.—A factory 
Well cannot be kept uncontaminated, 
80 long as the drainage and whey 


Atisposal system of the factory is not 


carefully looked after, so that the 
first essential for a pure water sup- 
Hy from the ordinary well is * good 
drainage. Next is the proper con- 
struction of the well, including its 
covering, 80 as not to permit surface 
washings flowing in. As Vrof Shutt 
Pointed out, this drainage matter, 
apart from its actually poisonous 
character, is the very material upon 
which microbes and yerms live, and 
Water polluted from the barnyard, 











« ete., is always loaded with 

Ss millions of bacteria. It is 
impossible to turn out first-class 
dairy products where such water is 
used, 80 even from the dollarseand- 


cents standpoint, improvement in this 
respect is imperative. 

It is not the smell or appearance 
of water that denotes its condition, 
Many samples of water, which to the 
sense of sincll or sight or taste are 
perfect, yet simply reck with £*h.

INFLUENCE OF COLOR. 


The Effect of Light and Dark Hues 
Upon Rooms, 

In deelding what color scheme to | 
adopt for a room the first thing to con- 
sider is from whicl point of the com- 
pass It receives Its light. A room fac- 
ing Lorth is without sunshine, and this 
Jack of sunshine should be supplied ar- 
tficlally by an abundance of yellow or 
red. Light coming from the north {fs 
said to be cold Nght, and as blue ipa 
cold color it should never be used In 
such 2 room. 

Blue can only be used in a room that 
is flooded with sunshine. Green can 
be used fn a room lighted either from 
the north or south, In the former It 
should ‘be rich and warm in quality, 
and the sash curtains could be cither 
rose color or.yellow. <A touch of red 
should be introduced somewhere, as 
the contrast emphasizes the value of 
the green. 

As a rule, the darkest colors are on 
the floor and gradually Iighted toward 
the ceiling, The hangings should be a 
trifle darker than the walls and the 
celling considerably Nghter than the 
walls. 

Red scem# to be universally used {n 
halls, ag they are seldom light and 
seem te require red to glve a cheerful 
aspect, but It should be a bright,.bril- 
Mant color to overcome the darkness 
of an unlighte! ball, Terra cotta is 
not deep enough, and Pompellan and 
Indlan reds are pot rich enough. 





HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Burn orange peel in a shallow pan 
for several minutes to destroy any dis- 
pleasing odor In a room. = 

The bars of a grate often get a -red 
tinge and will not blacken. Paint them 
with a Httle lemon julce, Jet dry and 
blucklead in the usual way, 

A few drops of alcohol rubbed on the 
inside of lamp chimneys will remove 
all trace of. greasy smoke when water 
alone is of no avail. 

It is unwisé to spritkle a ght carpet 
with tea leaves when sweeping unless 
they have first been rinsed In water, 
for otherwise they are apt to stain. 

Kerosene or gasoline blazes can 
readily be extinguished by the oulk 
which Is conyenlent in almost every 
kitchen. While water only quickens 
the .flame of petroleum or gusoline, 
milk immediately extinguishes jt and 
prevents all danger. 





Ironing Lace. 

Ironing lace by the amateur Js often 
productive of dire results, but ft Ls said 
that If the following directions are ob- 
served all will be well; A plece of clean 
white felt or fiannel ts first Inid on the 
table and the lace spread out on this 
and covered with an old sheer hand- 
kerchief or a piece of fine muslin. 
When partly dry remove the covering 
and pull out the polnts and little loops 
of lace, then recover and fron until per- 
fectly dry, pressing out the pattern 
with the end of the fron. If real lace 
is being manipulated its appearance Is 
greatly improved when the pattern is 
punched out with a Jace fron, This 
handy ttle instrument bas a short 
handle, with a small steel ball at the 
end of it. The ball part js heated and 
is then worked eo that it cannot be 
hurried over, :

Ottawa, Aug. 1.—The | Railway 
Commission has given out several 
decisions. In the matter of Scobill 
ys.the Kingston and Pembroke Rail- 
way Company, tho Jatter is enjoined 
ugainst charging higher freight rates 
on cedar timber and its products, 
such as fence posts, ties, telegraph 
poles, etc,, than on otber tiinber and 
the products thereof of like  descrip- 
tion, and the railway Is ordered to 
revise its freight tarifls accordingly, 
so that the tolls on cedar lumber, 
cedar posts, etc., shall not be higher 
than on pine, hemldck and other 
kinds of lumber, poles, etc. 

An order is also-being ixsucd that 
Canadian freight classification No, 
12 is to be amended s0 that rails, 
fence posts, telegraph poles and tics 
of all descriptions, which “are now 
carricd by Canadian railways by ape 
vial contract only, shall be added to 
the list of commodities which are in-

Christ, in the words of 
my text, is not telling that young 
man to be disrespectful to his dead 
sirc. He is, however, cnunciating the 
tremendous fact that a young man 
does not honor a dead parent so 
much by weeping over a grave as by 
living the truc, honest, noble Chris- 
tian life which that dead father 
would have him live. “Let the dead 
bury the dead’’ might be translated 
into the words, ‘‘Let the dead onc’s 
precepts live in the living, and let 
the living fulfill the mission of tho 
dead."* } 

But I think there is another reason 
why Christ spoke the words of my © 
text. Jesus is here not only enunci- 
ating the fact that the primal dutics 
of life should never be made subservy- 
jent to the secondary, but also the 
great truth that a man has his duty 
to the world at large as well as to 
his father and mother, his wife and 
child, his brother and sister and 
friend, Because men and women are 
bone of our bone and flesh of our 
flesh that is no reason why we have 
not a duty to our fellow men who 
ore not akin to us by blood—duty to 
your fellow men and to your fellow 
men's children whom you have never 
secn. A man never learns this les- 
son more easily than when he is a 
soldier. I remember sowe years ago, 
during the Spanish-American war, Wo 
were encamped in the old fair 
grounds of Springfield, the Illinois 
capital. Dewey's guns at Manila had 
spoken. The troops were being hur- 
ried to the front. Our regiment was 
to move south within a couple of 
days. The surgeon of our regiment 
came to my quarters one night and 
said, *‘Chaplain, read that.’ It was 
a letter from Chicago telling him 
that his wife was hovering between 
life and death as the result of a very, 
serious operation, and she wanted to 
see him just, for a few hours before 
he went south. ‘Why don’t you run 
up to Chicago to-uight and come 
back to-morrow?” we asked. You 
will be here in plenty of time." The 
colonel won't let me. The orders 
have come down that no leaves of 
absence can be granted, as we. may, 
go to the front any moment."" “‘Or- 
ders be hanged!*’ said I impulsively. 
“If my wife were dying, orders or no 
orders, I would go to her."* **Then | 
you would be captured as a deserter | 
and perhaps shot,” said my compan-— 
ion quietly. “For the good of the 
service 1 must obey orders and go 
with my regiment. My duty to my, 
country is now even greater than my) 
duty to my dying wile.” “sles, sur-) 
geon,”” said I, “you are right.

So Christ in these words of my 
text was enunciating an infinite and 
ownipotent truth, Jesus is practical- 
ly saying: *‘Young man, higher than 
your love for father or mother or 
wife or child is your duty to me and 
to the great world at large. Come 
with me and help save the millions, 
who are dying in their sins. Come) 
with me and bring@ack to a life of 
purity and love those who will nev- 
er know me unless they sce me as a 
result of thy guidance. Como with 
mo. Come with me.’" ‘This sentence, 
“Follow me, and let the dead bury, 
‘the dead,” {s only another wording 
of tho same thought which Christ. 
spake unto his disciples:  ‘*He that. 
loveth father or mother more than 
me is not worthy of me, and he that 
loveth son or daughter more than me 
ig not worthy of me.’" Yes, there 
come certain times in life when out 
duty to Christ and our fellow nen 
should have preeeience over our de 
sires to be with our dear oncs in our 
own homes.

Causes Much Solicitude at St. Petersburg. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 2.—A report ¥ 
from an apparently reliable source 
Jate last night in to the effect that 
General Kuropatkin’s main force had 
been rapidly moving north for sever 
al days. 

According to this report, no troops 
proceeding to the front from Russia 
had gone past Harbin in the past 
three days. They will be detrainal 
there, and every available piece of 
rolling stock will be rushed south 
empty for the removing of-troops at 
Liacyang and ¢ther points to the 
northward, Icuving a skeleton force 
to centest the Jupancse advance at 
vital positions, 

Army Cat In Two, 


London, Aug. 2.—A despatch to a 
news agency from Tokio says there 
is reason te believe that, after two 
days’ fighting, the Japanese occupied 
Simoucheng, thus cutting off General 
Stakelberg from General Kuropatkin. 

E Murekt Succeeds. 


Londen, Aug. 2.—The corrospon- 
dent of The London Times with Gen. 
Kuroki in the feld, in a despatch 
dated July 31, says:

St. Petersburg, Aug 2.—At last the 
decisivo battle of the campaign 
seems to be in progress. Iaving 
completed his enveloping movement 
of the Russfan position, General 
Kuroki has ordered simultancously 
an advance from all points against 
Halcheng and Liaoyang. Fighting is 
raging on both fronts, and still con- 
tinues. Tho latest reports contain 
nothing yet confirmatory of the 
rumors that Gencral Kuropatkin has 
been defeated. 

According to Kuropatkin’s official 
despatch to the Emperor, the battle 
began for the possession of tl: im- 
portant. position. at Simoucheng, 
which is located at the juncture of 
the Fengwangcheng and Fiuyen 
roads. Two separate armies were 
Jaunched from the cast ubove the 
two roads, while q third, under Gen- 
eral Ku, moved up east of the rall- 
read from Tutchekiao to try to cut 
off the Russian force there from Hai- 
cheng.

Haicheng, Aug. 2.—Tho Japanese 
on Saturday attacked the heights of 
Kangwa Pass, the right of the Kus- 
sian position at Simoucheng. Under 
cover of their artillery, the Japancso 
infantry charged, but the Russian 
guns drove them back im confusion 
and silenced two of their batteries. 
‘The Iussinn losses were slight. 

On Saturday night the Japancso 
made a desperate assault on Kangwa 
Heights with the bayonct, and a 
hand-to-hand fight ensucd, but the 
Japanese were again repulsed, fleecing 
down the hill fn confusion. 

The Japancse renewed the 
at daylight Sunday, training all 
thelr guns on Kangwa Heights. The 
Russiana are holding all their~ posi- 
tions at the hour when this despatch 
was sent from Haicheng. 

An Artillery Duel, 

Linoyang, Aug. 2.—Artillery firing 
oceurred at Simoucheng Sunday. It 
is reported that the Japanese retir- 
ed. Trains are running half way be- 
tween Haicheng and Tatechckiao. Tho 
reports of skirmish fighting olong all 
parts of the front are confirmed. 

Off to Scene of War, 

Frederick's Haven, Island of Jut- 
land, Aug. 2.—The Russian auxiliary 
cruisers Don and Ural aad two tor- 
pedo boats passed “here during Sun- 
day night.

yang General Kuroki's army was ¢n- | 


gaged, altesapting, no doubk, to cut 
communicaticns, and in the south the 
army of General Oku and the ‘Taku- 
shan force were engaged mainly in 
cutting communications betwern Hal 
cheng and Simoucheng, fifteen miles 
to the southeast, held by Genegal 
Stalkelberg and a considerable force 
of Russians. It was undoubtedly the 
intention of the Japancs: to surround 
Stalkelberg's force and annihilate it, 
or cosupal iis surronder. A press de- 
spatel from Tokio siys thers is rea- 
ton to believe that the Japs had suc- 
ceeded in culting off Stalkelberg, but 
this cannot be accepted until offi- 
cially, confirmed.  Kuropatkin’s  re- 
ports contain tho information (hat 
an additional Japanese force hus 
lunded ai Yinkow (the port of New- 
‘chwang.) This no doubt is destined 
to act against him cn tho weat side 
of bis present position, thus ¢cam- 
pletely surrounding him, It lcoks as 
though he had dektyed his northward 
etreat to» late, and must stake lajs 
lon a stand in thd position he now 
Sax. Ss Petersburg despatches 
eo that in cast of defeat his posi- 
will be desperate, and the great- 













est anxiety, it is admitted, is felt 
at the War Office. It is also added 
that “the General Staff scems ul- 


terly dumbfounded at the number of 
mon the Japaness: possess, and con- 
sequently Kuropatkin’s statement 
that they are landing another heavy 
foree al the port of Newehwang (Yin- 
kow) adds to the eolicitude.” It is al- 
most certain that General Kuropat- 
kin has also been “* dumbfounded " by 
the number of men brought against 
him, and that his information of the 
Japanese movements has been as 
faulty of late as it wap whon ke al- 
lowed Goneral Stalkelberg to march 
to certain defeat at Telissu, and Gen- 
oral Keller to throw himvelf in vain 
against the Japanese positions in the 
Motien Pass. The lattor was killed by 
a Japanese shell during the fighting 
of the last fow daya, presumably on 
Sunday, though General Kuropatkin 
is not specific on this point. 

There Is no nows frean Port Ar- 
thur. However, the Russian predic- 
tions that Kuropatkin's army would 
not be seriously attacked until a de 
finite result of the operations there 
had been attained have gono sadly 
astray. The Japaneso believe they 
have enough men ih tho field to deal 
with Kuropstkin and Port Arthur 
sisnultancously, and tho fall of the 
one and the crushing defeat of the 
other :nay be announced on the same

OLD RAG CARPET. 


How I¢ May Be Utilized as a Substi- 
=A. late For Testes: 

A discovery that saves the price of a 
Iinoleum and utilizes rag carpet after It 
Is no longer good to look upon, yet too 
good to throw away, nay be as accept- 
able to othera as if was to me. 

After sewing the breadths evenly 
and tacking In place, size the carpet 
with four starch fnade of the consist- 
ency and as carefully free from lumpy 
as if to be used for starching clothes, 
Apply it with a whitewash brush b- 
erally enough to allow for the soaking 
into the carpet and yet cover the sur- 
face. If when dry the interstices are 
not filled sufficiently to make Jt smooth, 
give It another covering of starch. 

When thoroughly dry, paint it with 
any good floor paint Just as you would 
treat a board door, one or two coats, an 
it seems ‘to require, and of any color 
preferred.

Spit Pea Soup. 

Sonk a cupful of split peas overnight 
in two quarts of cold water. In the 
niorning put the soaked pens over the 
fire“with two quarts of wuter, a ham 
bone, if there should be one, or a plece 
of salt pork and a small slice of onion; 
cover the pan closely and Ict slinmer 
four hours; rub through a sieve; re- 
turn to the fire; melt two level table- 
spoonfuls of butter; add two level ta- 
blespoonfuls of flour; stir this into the 
boiling soup, stirrmg until thickened; 
add a tabjespoonful of sugar, salt and 
pepper to season and a cupful of milk 
or cream; serve with croutons, 





Heart Cakes,

almonds, half a pound.of sifted sugar, 
two ounces of grated chocolate and a 
quarter of an ounce of grated or pound- 
ed cinnamon, Stir these fn briskly, and 
when this has been done add'the whites 
of two of the eggs beaten to a froth.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 2.—Gen. Sak- 
haroff, under date of Aug. 1, reports 
obstinate fghting in the direction of 
the Suimatsza-Liaoyang road, July 30 
and July 31, the Russian vanguard re- 
taining its position until Aug. 1, when 
it retired to Yangso Pass, 

During a reconnalssance in the di- 
rection of Fengwangcheng, July 20, 
Gen. Sakharoff reports that two oM- 
cers and 34 men were wounded, and 
on July 31, during a reconnaissance in 
the direction of Laokhautsja, two offi- 
cers were killed and one/officer and 
twenty men were wounded. The same 
day, when the Japanese occupied the 
pass between Yanshukan «and Hout- 
Siatsee (25 miles from Liaoyang), five 
officers and 40 men were wounded, 

Gen. Sakharoff also says: “The ene-

WHAT HAPPENED AUGUST 2, 





St. Petersburg, Aug. 3.--The Japan- 
ese and Hussian reports seem to agree 
on the main points of the military de- 
¥elopments up to Aug. 1, but both stop 
short nt the interesting point, namely, 
regarding what happened on Aug. % 
when it is possible that a decisive 
struggle was goimg on east and south 
of Liaoyang.

The 
official account Indicates that altho the 
Kitssians withdrew their? advanced 
posts, Kuropatkin hoped to be able to 
held his main positions even in the 
face of the superior Japanese force, in} 


that he evidently expecied Leavy fight- 
ing along this Ine, probably abont 
Anping. This battle possibly was pro- 
ceading Aug. 2. 

Meanwhile 2 serious enveloping 
movement of three Japanese divisious 
Was maturing around the Russian teft 
at Halcheng, where there already was 
heavy fighting on Juty 31. 


WHY THEY WERE SUNK,

St. Petersburg, Aug. 2.—In a lengthy 
telegram to the emperor Vice-Adiniral 
Skrydloff relates the doings of the 
Viadivostock squadron under Hear-A‘l- 
miral Jessen, 

With the crulsera Rossia, Grombol 
and Rurik, Adimiral Jessen left Viadl- 
ivestock July 20. After sinking a 
small Japanese vessel the cruisers }:eld 
up the British steamer Camara, but 
jet her go, 

A Japanase coasting steamer was 
next met, but “as most of her 50 pas- 
sengers; were women, we determined 
to release her." 

Two Japanese sctiooners were sunk. 

Then Admiral Jessen fell in in quick 
succession with the British steamers 
Arabia and Knight Commander. “The 
Knight Commander only stopped after 
the fourth shot,’ the admiral reports. 
lfer cargo being railroad material, “un- 
doubtedly contraband for the belliger- 
ent party, and not being able to bring 
her to the nearest Russinn port, owing 
io her not having enough coal, without 
manifest danger to the squadren, we 
sank the Knight Commander, after 
taking off all her crew and removing 
her papers.” 

Two more Japanese schooners laden 
with salt were then aunk. 





S&T. PETERSBURG GLOOMY. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 2.—The feeling 
at the war office here was distinctly 
gloomy this morning. No official tele- 
Rrams had been received by the cen- 
eral staff from Gen. Kuropatkin, who 
was communicating direct with the 
emperor, but from private sources at 
the front it already tas apparent that 
Simoucheng (fifteen miles south south- 
east of Halcheng, at the junction of 
the Fengwangcheng Siuyan_ roads), 
had been loat, Gen. Stakelberg'’s out- 
posta having fallen back to Haicheng.

make it very hot and with a dishcloth 
or mop waab on both sides, one at a 
time. Then rinse in a pan of hot water 
or under a running tap, This makes 
them clean and bright looking and re- 
moves any little grease that might re- 
main, Now put.them in a rack or op 
one side to drain; then polish them. - ° 

The saucepans and pots which have 
been used for cooking should be clean- 
ed next.. The proper plan is to fll 
them with warm water as soon as the 
food has been taken out of them, and 
-whatever may hang about the sides 
cannot stick or dry on hard, and they 
will clean much more casily.. Clean 
the insides with soda, and if very dirty 
the soda should be boiled in them 
They should afterward be well rinsed 
with boiling water and made perfect 
ly dry by being placed upon the kitch- 
en range, Pay attention to the rims 
of saucepans and the rims and in 
sides of the Hds, 

If tin saucepans are not completely 
dry they will soon get rusty, and ff 
copper ones are not perfectly cleaned 
and dried they are apt t me 
poisonous, - Never leave food of any 
kind in a saucepan to become coll—

Baplicilt Wirectlons for Faulting Together 
the Necessary Materials, 


Tho style of hay and grain rack, 
here illustrated, is in common use 
in many parts of the east and middle 
states. ‘he two bed pieces of spruce 
8x6 inches in size are either 14 or 
16 feet‘long. Five crosspicces 2x6, 
spruce, or 2x4 bard wood, & fect 6 
inches long, connect the bed picces. 
‘Lhe side pieces’ which hold the rack, 
ten in number, five on a side, are 2 
inches thick, 4 feet 2 inches long, 
and taper from 3 inches wide at one

T once asked a little French scullery 
maid whether she was using soap on 
her pans, “Oh, never, madam,” with 
an expressive shrug. In France the 
traditional experimontal methods still 
linger, but In the decadence of such 
old fashioned methods with us, when 
our tins were cleaned with wood ashes, 
the various patented soaps have in- 
vaded American kitchens avd are be 
ing promiscuously applied ‘to surfaces 
for which they have no aftinity. The 
grease or fat which is the basls of all 
soaps will combine with textile fibers, 
but will not combine with polished sur- 
faces. -It forms on these a ghize or 
scum which it 1s very difficult to re 
move and is, In fact, not removed; 
hence the peculiar flavor we call fat 
in coffee, the favor of soap that may 
often be detected in a glass of appar- 
ently clear water and the malodorous 
swell of frying that greets the nostrils 
even on the sill of many houses, It is 
the soap that, falling to combine with 
the frying pan, has entered readily into 
combination with the fat in the pan 
and sends forth this sickening odor, 
How often have I heanl wonder ex- 
Pressed at the appetizing smells of 
French cooking. It is done in lard or 
butter and not in soap. 

There is a simple scientific formula 
that will cover all the subject of kitch- 
en cleaning—namely, use soaps which 
contuin fats and alkalis with all tex- 
tile fibers and soft porous wood, such 
as pine tables, floors, etc, and some 
form of potash or acid with all polish- 
ed surfaces, Never use soap in a cof- 
fee pot or frying pan. 

Acids are best for glass, but the dan- 
Ger of strong acids renders them un- 
desirable, If, however, a good housd- 
keeper will keep some form of lump 
acid in a jar and prepare a weak solu- 
tlon, the cleaning of glass will be great- 
ly facilitated and, well rinsed, the glass 
will take a bright polish—The House

Ho paid moncy, and offered 
to pay more, for the testimony he 
desired. He said- be did not care 
whether it was true or false. He 
gathored as witnesses against a po- 
litical opponent inen who had been 
convicted of drunkenness, theft, 
robbery, unnamable offences. Some 
of them, at least, be asked, to com- 
mit perjury in the witness box. 
Wudge Street spoke of them as of 
ithe lowest possible character, ‘of 

dhe close connection Jackson had 
with’ tham, and as to the imposs} 
bility of dissoclating their evidence 
from connection with the large ex- 
geoditure of money that had been 
made. ‘Nothing, the judge said, 
hhad been beard’ in his experience 
like it. The man who was thus re- 
Dbuked and the testimony of whose 
witnewes was rejeeted, was the 
man selected by Sir Richard Curt- 
wright fora well paic'and import- 
ant representative post in Great 
Britain. In defence of his act he 
could but say that’ Mr. Jackson 
had been guilty of indiscretion, and 

that be bad not actually been con- 

vieiod of any crime. AWhen he sat 

down, not even the slightest mark 
of approval was heard. His 

friends received his avowal with a 

silence that was more severe than 

would haro been a storm of hise- 

es. The spectacle wns pitiable.”

TENNESSEE COUNTY AWAKE 0 THE 
VALUE OF GOOD ROADS. 





Many Miles ef Improved, Highways 
Being Bullt—Hew They Are Hese- 
ting the Farmers—Good System 
Fer Read Repairing. 


Communities burdened with irapaseas 
ble reads might follow to good advan- 
tage the plan adopted by Madison 
“waunty, Tenn, to~improve its” high-- 
ways. That this county is awake to 
the most important question of gould 
roads, which ts now prominently be 
fore the country, is shown by the fact 
that within the past twelve months 
the county has secured the passage ct 
a bill by the Tennessee legislature au:- 
thorizing an issue of bonds in the sum 
of $800,000, has organized a construc- 
tion force and built eight miles of road 
during the past season, and all ar- 
rangements are perfected to push to 
completion at least four miles of road 
per month during the working senson. 
Jackson Is the county seat of Madison 
county and fs located at about its cen- 
ter, and these roads are being built in 
all directions from Jackson. 

Mr. Samuel C. Lancaster, chief eng!- 
neer of the County Good Roads asso- 
elation, tells in Good Roads Magazine 
how the work waa begun as follows: 

“Although a good roads train visited 
us_In 1901 and great interest was 
argysed, nothing was accomplished in

the way of improving the county roads 
until the winter of 1903, when the im- 
pasaable mud locked In the farmers 
and stopped all trade. A mass meoting 
was hold, and those who could get to It 
} came. All wanted good roads, and aft- 
er,a lengthy discussion 2 farmer rose 
and in drawling accents sald: 
“*}{r. Chairman, I've got a little farm 
and sawmill out on the Poplar Corner 
road, just a little over two miles from 
town, and if I could climb up on a hard 
road with my truck and what lumber 
I have sawed I could clear cnough in 
one day to pay my tax on that road, 
but I haven't got it.” And, turning toa 
merchant, he sald, ‘Mr. Vietcher, 1 
bought some groceries from you this 
month’ (pause); ‘yes, $5 worth, for 1 
carried them out on my back, but If I 
had a good road it would have been 
$25, I am sure.’ 
“This plain statement brought the 
question home. A motion prevailed to 
instruct our representativé to draft a 
bill authorizing a bond Issue of §300,- 
000, bearing 4 per cent Interest and ex- 
tending over a period of thirty years, 
and work on the roads was begun in 
June, 1903. We were only able to com- 
plete cight miles of road during the 
season, but as arrangements have been 
made for hauling this material from 
the cars to the road with traction en- 
gines and especially constructed wag- 
ons or cars, cach holding five cubic 
yards and capable of being dumped at 
will, so that any portion or all of the 
load may be placed at any desired 
point, we will be able to work much 
faster. 
“The present condition of our roads 
is vastly different froin that prevailing 
at the same time last year, Then it 
was not possible to draw a load over 
some of them of 500 pounds, while now 
the wagons hau! ten bales of cotton 
welghing on an avcrage 6,000 pounds, 
A man delivers his lumber {n the mar- 
ket at all seasons of the year, and with 
these and many other advantages, such 
os the telephone, beantiful water, sun- 
shine, churches nnd schools, our coun- 
ty and the community of Jackson are 
experiencing results that surpass their 
fondest hopes, and everybody praises 
the good roads, 
“This work is done under the direc- 
tlon of a chief engincer and fire good 
‘roads trustees, known as the Madison 
county good roads trustees, to whoin 
is glyen all authority regarding roads 
of the county to be improved. These 
ronds cost from $2,500 to $3,000 per 
mile, according to the nature of the 
grading and the distance the material 
is HWoled, the width of gravel being 
twelve feet and the thickness at the 
center after rolling complete six Inches 
and four inches on the sides, A steam 
roller is used, and the foundation is 
thoroughly prepared when the material 
{s spread in thin layers and thorough- 
ly rolled, belng wet while on the cara 
and before loading into the wagons, 
which adds greatly to the packing of 
the material. when placed on the road 
and without wetting the foundations, 
as is done when water is applied | after 
the material is spread. 
“We are marking the distance on 
the roads with neat cast fron mile 
boards, with raised letters, and around 
each signboard material {s placed for 
repairs, the half miles being indicated 
with the post, around which material 
for repairs is also placed, and In the 
same way the quarters are marked, ex- 
cept that Instead of one pile two piles 
of material for repairs are used. 
“Thus we serve a double purpose, 
and the material necessary for the pro- 
gerblal ‘stitch in time’ is always’ at 
hand, and by employing a man and a 
cart to corer a given number of miles 
of rond the repaira can be kept up con- 
stantly with a minigun expense.” 


















CHERRY CULTURE. 


Orops That May Be Grown ‘In the 
Orehard—Use ef Disk, Harrew. ~ 


For the first five years the cherry 
orchard should be kept cultivated. But 
at the same time nearly enough regeta- 
“bles, reot crops or small frites ay be” 
grown te pay for the cultivation. Po- 
tatoes, beans, beets, carrets and 
squashes make ideal crops for young 
orchards. They are low growing, re- 
quire hand cultivation and do not tm- 
peverish the land. Strawberries, rasp- 
Derries. and blackberries are . seme- 
times successfully grown in young 
orchards. They should never be al- 
lowed to grow less than four feet from 
a tree and as the trees grow and take

the ground they should be remored 


from the orchard altogether. Oats, 
wheat or field corn should never be 
grown in a cherry orchard under any 
consideration. 

For the cultivation of the orchard it 
is always an advantage to have the 
rows farther apart one way than they 
are the other. This only permits of | 
cultivation one way, but with a small | 


amount of hand work the orchard can . 


be kept clean, 

After the first five years the cultiva- 
tion of the orchard depends somewhat 
on circumstances. 


making too vigorous growth or the 
ground is so situatcd that it is Mable 
to be washed by rains, it is best to 
seed the ground’ td ‘clover, orchard 
grass or timothy and to keep Tt in s04 
for three or four years. In no case 
should a heavy blue crass sed be allow- 
ed in the orchard, While the orchard 
is seeded down the grass should be 
kept mowed and the trees heavily 
tmulched. 

If the ground is of medium fertility 
and {is not subject to washing, it ts 
better to keep the orchard cultivated, 
and after the fifth year nothing should 
be grown In the orchard. The ground 
should be plowed shallow or disked in 
the spring and kept stirred until the 
middle of July and then sceidled to a 
corer crop, One of the best Implements 
for orchard cultivation Is the extension 
disk harrow, of which there are several 

tuakes, These permit working the 
ground close to the trunks of the trees 
without danger of Injury from the har- 
ness or singletrees rubbing the trees. 

The fruit shown is Weir's No, 29, or 
Northwest, 
B. Weir of Illinois. The fruit is round, 
obscurely heart shaped, one and a quar- 
ter to one’and a half inches; skin mod- 
ertely thick, color dark red to almost 
Diack at maturity, stone sinall, flavor 
acid and slightly astringent, quality 
medium, seasou a little earlier than 
Early Itchmond. The tree resembles 
English Morello very much in size and 
habit of growth. . . 

Many growers prize this cherry high- 
ly, beleving that its productivencas, 
good size and color recommend it for 
commercial orchards, 

‘ 
Rhododendron, or Mountata Laurel. 

Shipment of rhododendrons to the 
city markets is an Industry recently 
developed in Wayne, Monroe and oth- 
er mountainous counties of northeast- 
ern Pennsylvania. During the spring 
months many engage in digging these 
shrubs from the pastures and along 
the crecks and loading cars for sbip- 
ment. The plants grow-in bunches 
around which a string Is tiled to keep 
the branches together; then by means 
of axes the sod Js cut around the base, 
and the plants and roots are removed 
from the ground with from twenty-five 
to forty pounds of soll and sod. The 
shrubs are sent to New York and oth- 
er cities to be trausplanted In public 
parks and on lawns. The rhododen- 
drou, or great laurel, is one of the most 
attractive and prolific shrubs native to 
the Vennsylvania mountain reglons. 
Its magnificent white flowers, clus- 
tered in bouquets among dark green, 
velvoty leaves, are In the fullness of 
beauty during July and August. No- 
where else does it grow In such luxuri- 
ance and attain so high n degree of 
Perfection as on our- Appalachian 
mountain slopes.—Cor, American Cultt- 
vator.

A 
large number of these animals in- 
cluded in a German experiment not- 
ed by the National Department of 
Agriculture -were brought to a de- 
gree of immunity where they resist-

milk once in twenty-four hours, It Is 
usually safe to commence this feeding 
at the end of a month, and it ts best to 
glve the milk quite diluted for the Srst 
two or three days, say one part of milk 
to four parts of water, until the stom- 
ach becomes accustomed to the change

it,” sald a dentist. “And yet, In cer- 
(ain cases, 1 have no hesitation In say- 
ing that it is a most excellent thing. 
In fact, on more than one o¢casion 
have I advised the parents of children 
whose faces were narrow and whose 
jaws were not sulliclently developed to 
make them chew gum. The constant 
exercise has a tendency to widen an 
otherwise narrow jaw and thus make 
room for teeth that show eridence of 
crowding each other out of shape. The 
constant chewing of gum for two hours 
every day Is sufficient exercise to bring 
about a most desirable result in the 
dwarfed formation of a child's jaw.

E. F. Clarke asked whether pro- 
vision had been made for the Pas- 
Sage of the Union Label Bill this 
tession. 

The Premier regretted that it had 
Not been possible, ‘This measure must 
Stand till next year along with some 
other important public bills.

The PostofMice Dill was given a 
third reading, Sir William ulock 
dropping; at the Opposition leader's 
Tequest, the clause which prohibits 
the carriage through the mails of 
newspapers containing fake wedicine 
advertisements about miraculous 
cures, This clause will be brought 
forward again next year. 

The Militia Bill was next called 
for a‘ third reading.

RUSSIA PARTIALLY YIELDS. 


Consents to Waive Right of Sending Ships 


Threugh the Dardanelles During 
the Present War Only, 

London, Aug. 4—In order to avoid 
complications which might have the 
effect of extending the area of war 
Russia has made a partial concession 
to Great Britain in connection with 
the Dardanelles questiun.. Replying 
to British representations regarding 
the closure of the Dardanclles to ves- 
sels of the volunteer ‘ficet intended 
for warlike uses as well as warships, 
Count Benckendorf, the Russian 


Ambassador to Ureat Dritain, it is 


learned, has advised Foreign Sccre- 
tary Lansdowne that his Govern- 
ment consents to waive the right to 
send ships through the Straits dur- 
ing the present war, but at the same 
time Russia makes no concession in 


relation to the general principal in- 


volved and reserves to herself the 
right to take such action as she 


deems proper when the war with 


Japan terminates. The British Gov- 
ernment would like a complete set- 
tlement of the principlo, but Russia 
does not propose to negotiate on 
this subject if avoidable while the 
war is in progress. 

Beyond the preliminary communi- 
cation from Count Benckendorfl to 
the eficct that Russia will make a 
response to the British protest 
against the sinking of the British 
steamer Knight Commander by the 
Viadivostock squadron when the re- 
port of Admiral Jessen reaches St. 
Petersburg, the Foreign Olfice here 
has received nothing on the subject. 





DECLINE TO ENDORSE IT. 





Chamberiain's Plan, 


London, Aug. 4.—(C.A.P.)—A_pro- 
tectionist manifesto is being  ex- 
tensively signed by business men 


throughout Britain. It declines to 
endorse the Chamberlain policy, so 
far as it embraces protection, on the 
ground that it increases the cost of 
production, but supports a policy 
having as its fundamental basis ao 
moderate tax on food, provided that 
differential dutics be imposed by the 
colonics in favor of British goods.

Biale Bread, 

If properly treated stale bread may 
be kept for years, always ready for in- 
stant use, says a writer In What ‘to 
Eat. As the scraps of bread, biscuit, 
cake and crackers accumulate saye 
them in a dust proof bag or any other 
receptacle that will keep them without 
attracting niold. When enough 1s col- 
lected to O11 a baking pan of large size 
put them in it, sect in the oven and al- 
low them to stay there till tonsted 
crisp, While yet warm put them in a 
cloth bag or on the molding board and 
beat or roll uantii reduced to wheat 
Srain size. Put through the flour sleve 
and keep the meal in a tin box or in 
whatever one uses for holding bread 
timbers and the grains in another. The 
success of the process depends upon 
tonsting the scraps sufiiciently without 
burning. 





Fraltfal Suggestions, — 

A good salad accompaniment to a 
heavy dinner is one made of dates and 
oranges served on Icttuce leaves. The 
Gates should be stoned and sprinkled 
Ughtly with sugar and the oranges cut 
Into small pleces. Pour over this the 
Juice of an orange, with a tablespoon 
of chopped parsicy and a dash of red 
Pepper.

The principal ones needed are cracked 
corn, broken wheat, the various mil- 
fet sceds, cracked Kaflir corn, hulled 
oats or groats and stale breadcrumbs. 
Rolled oats can also be used, but not 
too freely, as they swell In the crop, 
Crackedicorn and wheat should make 
up half the fced and the other half be 
an assortment of the other seeds. 

The chicks should be kept busy 
scratching for their feed, and If it be 
Scattered In chaff they will dig it out 
and gain by the exercise, 

The chicks sbould never be fed all 
thelr crops will hold. Little and often 
keep up a steady supply, and while 
thelr crops are perbaps never more 
than half filled they are finding all they 
need and as fast as It is being digested, 

After they are two weeks old I pre- 
fer to keep constantly before them 
either such a proper mixture of various 
grains as is found in the best prepared 
chick foods on the market or furnish 
the full assortment of grains and sceds 
ln separate hoppers and, ip addition, 
one containing a constant supply of 
beef scraps. If they are educated te 
this method from the start,-they will 
practically balance their own ration, 
This applies-only to chicks that are te 
be raised to maturity, 


Fattening Ducks For Market, 

Aweck or ten days are required to fat- 
ten young ducks if they have been 
properly cared for during the period of 
trowth, which usually covers seven to 
nine weeks, The fattening ration Is 
very simple, one part beef scraps, one 
of wheat bran and three of cornmeal, 
with & per cent of fine grit added, 
mixed cold with water or skimined 
milk and fed to the Hmit of their ap- 
petite three times per day, nelther food 
nor feeding troughs belng allowed be 
fore the ducks except when they are 
eating." They must be kept quiet, for 
a restless night will undo the work 
of several days, so rapidly will they 
run their flesh and fat off. If they do 
not fatten in ten days, it Is best to 
put them upon growing ration agnin 
for three weeks and try again at that 
age, but not much difficulty is en-

Separate the Sexes, 

The importance of separating the 
sexes should not be overlooked, says a 
correspondent of Western Poultry 
Journa’ We can care for and feed the 
females so as to get the greatest possi- 
ble good out of them in the fature if 
this is done, and when the malcs are 
large enough to sell as rosters we mar- 
ket those which our judgment tells us 
will not make high class breeders, and 
those which are returned as breeders 
will make a most satisfactory derelop- 
ment and prove better breeders if they 
are not allowed to run with females. 
One of the greatest causes of Infected 
ecgs is the method of allowing the 
insles to Tum with females, when by 
keeping them away from the females 
until the pens are mated we reserve 
thelr strength and vigor, and eggs 
which are fertile and hatch strong 
chicks are the result, 


Feed For Fatiening Geese. 
Where excessive size and fatness are 
desired, feed more cornmeal than any- 
thing else. This cornmeal can be mix- 
ed, say one-half cornmeal, one-quarter 
ground oats, the balance of it barley

together with scalding water or milk 
into a dry mass and fed as much as 
they will eat four or five times a day, 
all the time providing plenty of water 
and green feed.—Feather,

Last night his littl daughter beg- 
ged to go with him, and Riley took 
her and several of her girl friends to 
the beach with him. 

‘When they, entered tho water, Riley’ 
bade the children: join hands, “and 
they all waded into the river and 
walked along ~ a © sandbar’ which 
‘stretches out into the stream at that 
point. 

They had gone some distance from 
the shore when suddenly the whole 
party disappeared benoath the water, 
having in the darkness stepped from 
the sandbar into the deep channel. 

The children struggled and scream- 
ed, fighting desperately to reach the 
sindbar, where the water was only a 
foot er so in depth. Riley, who is 
aaid to have been a good swimmer, is 
thought to have been made. helpless 
by the girls clinging to him and 
hampering his ‘efforts to save them. 

The only one in the party to re- 
gain the sandbar was Mary Timiny, 
8 years old. The child is unable to 
tell how she saved herself. 

Riley was 32 yearn old, and the 
ages of the children drowned ranged 
from 8 to 14 Years, Four of the 
bodies have been recovered.

Ottawa, Aug. 6.—That men aro 
being duped-and women made drunk- 
ards by tho indiscriminate sale of 
proprietary medicines was the bold 
charge‘made in the Senate yesterday 
by Michael Sullivan, M.D., of Kings- 
ton. Many of these medicines, he do- 
clared, eontained 40 per cent. and 
more of alcohol; while good Holland 
contained 25 per cent. and lager beer 
only from 2:to & per cent. These 
pernicious compounds were sold f{ree- 
ly as vegetable compounds, 

“It is a fearful thing,’* said Sen- 
ator Sullivan, “to think ef a Goy- 
ernment granting the power toPolson 
their own people.” 

He admitted ~ that tentinontala 
could be» readily furnished, but he 
snid he could go out into the street 
and for 25 cents get «# poor fellow 
to give him a» testimonial atout any 
diseaso he liked to inflict on him and 
have a fresh disease every day. 

Celery compound he said was made 
up largely of alcohol. ‘These things 
were dangrrous to the home, Peruna 
had no special signification.

Chilblatine, 


Chilblains are Induced by cold acting 
upon an énfecbled system and a weak 
circulation. The weakness of the s3s- 
tem {s a more considerable factor than 
the degree of cold, for some peoplofut- 
fer from chilblains all the year round. 
Sufferers from Raynaud's disease, a 
curious complaint associated with cold- 
ness of one or more of the extremitics, 
are very subject to chilblains, and 
with them local defects of blood sup- 
ply, due to irregular contraction of the 
blood vessels, are the chief causes of 
the discomfort. 

Anything that interferes with the 
blood supply may in. cold weather 
cause a chilblain. Badly fitting boots, 
which press irregularly ond keep the 
blood out of small aréas of the skin, 
are n common cause. Tight kid gloves 
net in the same way. The circulation 
in the ears, Js always Mmited, and thus 
ehilblains are common in these organs. 

Chilblaing do not form so long as the 
subject is conscious of the chill, but 
only after prolonged cold- has para- 
lyzed the fcellng of the part. The Itch- 
ing and burning are nature's efforts to 
restore the circulation — efforts that 
may be successful or may end tn ul- 
cerous destruction of the skin,

tury Jove letters were known as cha- 
pons, In the/course of about a hun- 
dred years this became changed Into 
poulets, and as such they are still 
known across the channel, according to 
French and English dictlonaries, which

To incorporate the window scat suc- 
cessfully within the architectural lines 
of the house it Is necessary to realize 
the importance of this part of the in- 
terior fittings while the plans are in 
preparation, The remodeling of an 
ok} house somctimes makes the intro- 
duction of a window scat practicable.

The 
best situation for the window seat 
must be a question for individual de- 
cision. The dining room has probably 
the most urgent claim when it Is much 
in demand for afternoon or evening 
entertainment, and the picturesque 
quality of the window seat Is always 
welcome among the conventional fur- 
nishings of this apartment. 

Brick houses with walls eightcen or 
more Inches deep offer the simplest s0- 
lution to the making of window seats, 
but with walls of ordinary thickness 
g00d effects can be made by projecting 
fn casement window outside of the run- 
ning wall.

+ During “the “winter and spring our 
“table was supplied with most delicious 
canned ‘strawberries.’ Not a drop of 
water touched the fruit when the cans 
inclosed its ruby richness for our de- 
lectation, No canned fruit is mote de- 


shrunken, forlorn berries are floating 
in a sea of colored _watef, nelther at- 
tractive to the eye nor tempting to the 
taste. Instead, we may have the ruby 
berry surrounded by its own rich undl- 
luted nectar, reminding one of the sum- 
mer stoshine Imprisoned ia the rosy 
fruit. 

Water has {ts place, but in canned 
strawberries should be conspicuous by 
Its absence; evety drop injures their 
richness and flavor. Gathered in the 
morning as soon as the dew is evapo- 
rated they need no washing. Should ft 
be neceasary to free them from grit or 
sand, place unbulled in a colander, pour 
cold water through them, and dry by 
gentle shaking. 

In an agate or porcelain lined kettle 
place a sufficient quantity to fill a quart 
or two quart can at pleasure, heat very 
slowly until the juice starts, then In- 
crease the heat gradually until the con- 
tents reach the boiling point, simmer 
gently fifteen or twenty minutes, add 
for cach quart of teacupful of granulat- 
ed sugar and simmer fifteen or twenty 
minutes longer.

The first prepared will 
discolor—in case of strawberries will 
xoften—while the remainder is being 
made ready. 

From time to time as they ripen or as 
they are purchased we can sit on a 
cool porch or in the shade and hull 
berries (while over a coal oll stove oth- 
ers are simmering), then can without 
any fuss or flurry.—Country Gentle.

Such fra- 
grant roses as the old fashioned dam- 
ask are best, but all roses contain some 
essential olf, Then in a large bow! of 
glass or china place a layer of petals, 
then one of pure fine salt, Nghtly 
sprinkled. Set it, well covered, in a 
dry, shady place, and add to it day by 
day all the petals that can be secured. 
Stir up the roses before adding a new 
layer, and so continue until the bios- 
noms have disappeared, or long enough 
to make at least two weeks from the 
first gathering. By this time the roses 
will be “cured” and will appear molst 
—wet perhaps if they were not per- 
fectly dry when plucked.

Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 7.—In this 
sermon the reader is taken into an” 
enchanted realm beneath the waves, 
and a novel and strange interpreta- 
tion is given to the mystery of the 
sea. The text is Rovelutions xxi, 1, 
“‘And thero was no morc sea.”’ 

Who was tho writer? Whero wero 
hiu fect planted when he saw. the 
spectacles which he describes in his 
divincly inspired apocalypse? Theso 
two conditions must be clearly un- 
derstood before one can in any truce 
way grasp tho meaning of the words 
of my text. Indeed, to properly ap- 
preciate the words or the actions of 


any man wo must first put ourselves 
in that man’s place, 

We all understand this condition in 
everyday Mfc. Why, then, cannot we 
put ourselves in the biblical writers’ 
places when we try to interpret the 
holy book? During the darkest days 
of the Civil War Congressman Dixon 
of New York Statggntered the White 
House with a lon t of grievances, 
which he and some of his colleagues 


shad drawn up against the Govern- 


ment. Abraham Lincoln heard him 
patiently until he was through. Then 
ho said: ‘Dixon, 1 believe you and 
your friends were truly honest men 
when you drew up those criticisms 
against: my administration, But the 
trouble is you fellows do not put 
yourselves in my place. If you did, 
you would do just about what I am 
doing. I tell you how I will fix 
those matters. You go home and 
think ugy Ail the things you (would like 
mo to do, pnd then come back to-mor- 
row and tell me the result, and I 
will do just what you want me to, 
do.”* 


Congre an Wixon said: ‘'f went 
back to hotel that ovening with 
my head bh up among the clouds, 


‘why,’ sald I to myself, ‘Lincoln said 
he will do anything I want him “to 
do; that makes me to:night practical 
ly president of the United States.’ ” 
But after supper that night Con- 
gressman Dixon went to his room, 
He Inid the white sheets of paper 
upon his desk and began to plan 
what he wanted Lincoln to do. ‘The 
more, however, he thought, the more 
dificult it was for him to find any- 
thing to write. Why? Because the 
more he put himself in the president's 
place, the more he felt he would do 
just us Lincoln was doing and had 
done, "The next day came, 1b did 
not go to the White House,” said 
Congressman Dixon, “neither did I 
go the next dgy or the next. About 
three weeks later I attended a pub- 
lic reception at the White House. As 
soon as Lentered the room, the pre- 
sident saw me and ho called out, 
‘Hello, Dixon! why did you not keep 
your appointment with me the day 
after our conversation?’ ‘Because 1 
was ashamed to do so.” ‘Ah, yes,” 
said Lincoln, ‘I thought you would 
not come back. ‘The actions sand 
werds of man appear entirely dil- 
ferent whe) you put yourself in that 
man’s place) than when you criticise 
them from an outsider’s  stand- 
point.’ * 

To-day, in order to rightly inter- 
pret the words of my text, we must

They have captured strange creatures 
which havo never been seen before by 
the eyes of man. The results of 
their, investigations have been col- 







lected into one of the greatest of 
all scientific volumes, entitled the 
**Book of Oceanography." But, after

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GROWING MUSKMELONS, 


The Industry on the Increasc—Points 
+ of Culture In Various Regions. 


Only about one-third as much land is 
devoted to muskmelon culture in the 


-United-States-a8-to-watermelons,—but- 


the ‘area :devoted to it Is ‘rapidly ‘in- 
‘creasing. Owing to {ts smalier-growth 
the muskmelon Is more easily grown in 
northern localities than’ the watermel- 
on, New Jersey leads-in acreage, fol- 
lowed by Texas, Illinois, ‘Indians, Ma- 
ryland, Virginia, fi and Colo- 
rade, : 

Successful muskmelon cones in 
Niagara county, N: Y.,' secure thelr 
early melons by starting the plants el- 
ther In the hotbed or greenhouse late 
in» April or:early in May and trans- 
planting to the fleld when all. danger 
from frost.is past, usually during the 
third or fourth week In May. » Trans- 
planted melons usunily produce the 
bulk of their-crop somewhat In ad- 
yance of the field sown crop, and the 
advantage obtained In price 1s usially. 
mnore than enough ‘to counterbalance 
the extra’ expense of growing the 
plants under glass and transplanting. 

Melony ‘for the Inte crop are ‘almost 
entlrely.” grown” from sced” planted 
where the crop is to mature, In field 
sceding ten to fifteen sceds are dropped 
in vach Ill (in the soll of which a fork- 
{ul of manure or a handful of commer- 
celal fertilizer “has been worked) and 
lightly covered. After danger from in- 
sect and other pests is past all the 
plants are removed except four or five 
of the strongest. 

Sometimes Instead of planting the 
sceds In hills they are sown In rows 
tive to seven feet apart, and the plants 
are thinned to stand about two feet 
apert In the row. When thus planted 
commercia] fertilizers may be sown 
along the rows with a drill at the time 
of seoding. The Arkansas station rec- 
cumends spreading barnyard manure 
nlong the rows and thoroughly iucor- 
porating it in the soll by horse cultiva- 
tors. This does away with the hand 
work of forking the manure into each 
separate bil and seems to give fully aa 
good results, 

The feld ‘culture of muskmelons fs 
practically the same whether the plants 
are first started under shelter or wheth- 
er the seeds are ‘sown In the fleld di- 
rect, nutl It consists of thorough culti- 
yation In the early part of the season 
before the vines become long enough 
to interfere with this work. 


NEW ROSE KILLARNEY. 


Celor Pink Shaded on Pale Pink—It 
Promises to Be Popular. 

Killarney, the.new hybrid tea rose 
introduced about five yeitrs ago by 
Irish rose growers, has been much 
talked of among the florists, says 
American Gardening in Iustrating 
soine of Its blooma. The delicate pink, 
deeper on the luside, Igbts. up Rlorious- 
ly and can be seen at best when the 
flower $s fully expanded.

"BALFOUR WAS FOR PEACE. 


‘Thought Kaight Commander Might Very 
Masily Have Developed Into Nomething 
Serfous—Secretary May’s Declaration, 


London, Aug. 9.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday, Premier Bal- 
four, replying to a question on the 
subject, said the Dritish Government 
adRNered tq its contention that | there 
Was no adequate justification for tho 
sinking of the British steamer Knight 
Commander by the © Viadivostock 
squadron. 

The Premier made a general state- 
ment of the Government's views on 
the Malacea and the Knight Com- 
mander incidents. He pointed out 
that the Government's objection «to 
the seizure of the Malacca was based 
entirely onthe British contention 
that ships issuing fromm the lack 
Sea under the commercial tag of 
Kussia were incompetent to trans- 
Port themselves inte cruisers. 

“We remonstrated. there 
Strongly with the Hussian  Govern- 
tient, and they showed a desire to 
hiest ous.” continual ir + Ralfour;

| WRECKED NEAR PUEB 


Crowded Cars of World’s Fair 
Flyer Brop Through Bridgs. 


Number Killed Unknown—Seventy-Six 
Bedies Already Recevered—Twe Crowd- 
ed Passenger Cars and a Maggaze Car 
Eagulfed in Torrent in Dry Creek, and 
Only Three of Those in These Cars 
Kecaped Death. 


Pueblo, Col., Aug..9.--The wreck 
ef the World’s Fair Flyer on the 
Denver & Rio Grando Rallroad, near 
Eden, seven miles north of Pueblo, 
Sunday evening, proves to have been 
ono of the greatest railroad disasters 
in the history of the country. Two 
crowded passenger cars and a bag- 
gege car were engulfed in the torreat 
that tore out a trestle spanning 
Steele's Hollow, otherwise known a8 
Dry Creek, and.so far us was known 
last. night only three of the oc- 
cupants of these cara escaped death, 
Fortunately two sleeping cars and a 
dincr completing the train remained 
on the track at the edge of the abyss 
and none of their occupants were kill- 
ed or injured. How many perished 
probably never will be definitely7as- 
certained, for the treacherous sands 
are drifting over the bodies, 

Searching for the dead was begun 
about midnight on un extensive scale 
and was still in progress last night, 
All the corpses found were brought 
to Pueblo and pifced in four mor- 
gues here. At §& o’cloch last evening 
seventy-six bodies had been recover, + 
ed, and of these forty-nine had been 
identified. During the day bodies 
were recovered all the way along 
Fountain River from the scene of the 
wreck to this city. At 1 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon two bodies were 
taken from the stream’ at First 
street, Pucblo, more than eight miles 
from the point where the disaster oc- 
curred, and it ix probable that some 
may be even recovered farther down 
streain. 

None of the bodies are badly mutl- 
lated, and all are in auch condition 
as to be recognizable. Many ident:- 
fications have been made by articles 
found on the bodics, no persons who 
viewed them recognizing the featurcs

HAWTHORNE’S WORKS. 


The High Standard They Have Set 

For American Literatare. ed | 
. Two things are to be remembered 
when Hawthorne's name Is mentioned. ; 
First, the glory he refiects upon Amer- 
ican Hterature. Little has been done 
by us in letters or art that is quite of 
the highest order except the works of 
Hawthorne. These have the clear 
promise of perpetuity, The themes are 
of supreme and unlyersal moment. He 
rises to their meaning and depicts them 
in commensurate form. He Is not a 
preacher to cry aloud, but an artist 
who paints, yet not without a heart 
that throbs In pity and a fancy that 
muses over the wonder of it ond will 
not suffer the pall of darkness to hang 
over it forever, That we have in Haw- 
thorne an author whose work In these 
high delds of thought is crowned with 
unimpeachable honor and 1s sure of 
perpetual remembrance is a constant 
satisfaction as years go by. 

But Hawthorne has an wider claim 
upon our gratitude—namely, the fact 
that he has set the senl of glorious 
achievement in letters upon the moral 
laws of our nature. The greatest 
things done in Ilterature haye been of 
this sort. They alone, from Job down, 
are remembered and cherished In the 
ages. Hawthorne Is,our only exponent 
of genius in this field, and how superb- 
ly has he filled it! His message Is that 
of Dante and St. Paul and all great 
moralists—whatever a man does to an- 
other he does to himself, whether It be 
good or evil. Men will forever dwell 
in this truth and will never forget 
those gifted souls who sce it clearly {.. ., 
and set it forth in perfect forms of lit- hae 
erary art.—Century.

It is reported that the Japanese 
protected cruiser Kasoga was sunk 
off Round Island, 48 miles: east of 
Port Arthur, inthe recent engage 
ment. ‘The Russjan ships before icav- 
ing Port Arthur took on board 
heavy stores, machinery and materi- 
als for ship repairing. - ‘The torpedo 
boat destroyer Ryeshiteloi has been 
dismantled by the removal of the 
breeches of her guna. 

‘ Forced te Disarm. - 

Shortly after the arrival of the 
Nyeshiteini here the Chinese admiral, 
Sah, sent an officer on board who 
demanded that the destroyer either 
leave’ the port or disarm. It had 
previously been asked that her _cn- 
gines be disabled. ‘The captain of 
the Hyeshitelni agrevd to render the 
engines alssolutely useless and to dis- 
arm in such a manner as Admiral 
Seah demanded. The- captain of the 
Nyeshitelni required the Chinese ad- 
miral- to indicate o position nearer 
the shore where the destroyer could 
rest until after the war under the 
protection of the Chinese Govern: 
ment. It is evident that grave rea- 
sons caused the Ryeshitelni to under- 
tnke. her hazardous voyage, Pre- 
sumably she came here to file urgent 
despatches.

To Prove Earth Round, 


Although {t was demonstrated moro 
than 2,000 years ago that the earth 
{s globular in forin, thero are cer- 
tain persons who maintain that it 
ia flat. About thirty years ago o 
controversy on the subject waxed so 
hot that it was determined to put 
the matter to direct experiment in 
orcs to settle the question once for 
all. 

The place chosen ‘was ncar Bedford, 
England, where thero is a straight 
six-mifo stretch of wafer. At both 
ends and in tho sniddld of this water 
posts were erccted, each of the same 
definite height above tho water level. 
Upon looking» with a telescope along 
the tops of these threo posts it was 
clearly seen that the centre one over- 
topped the others by about six feet, 
owing to the curvaturo of the surface 
of the earth. 

These experiments were recently re- 
peated in a more scientific manner by 
H. Yulo Oldham, who read a paper 
on the subject. before the Glasgow 
meeting of tho British Association. 
The same results were obtained, 
with the important difference that by 
tho employment of a tele-photogra- 
phic lens and camera tho “six-foot 
prominence of the middle post was 
recorded In an unmistakable manner.

Russia Must Make Change in 
Her Contraband List. 





Lord Laatdewne Presses Fer Some: sed- 


stantial Modifications—Hussin Prepared 
te Modify’ Mer Regulations Provided 
Grest Britain Weuld Accept Noguls- 
tiens and Bind Herself to Ubserve Them 
im Future Wars—Premier Confident. ~ 


London, Aug. 12.—Grvat Britain is 
dissatisfied with Russia's attitude in 
the case of ‘tho ‘Dritish” steaner 
Knight Commander, and continues 
to press the latter to make substan- 
tial modifications of the list of . ar- 
ticles regarded ‘as contraband. Count 
Benckendorff, the Hussian Ambassa- 
dor, called at the Foreign Office Wed- 
nesday afternoon and conferred for 
an hour with Foreign Secretary 
} Lansdowne, the latter bringing ‘up 
the question of ‘the changes «which 
should be made in tho Russian regu- 
lations in order to make them © ac- 
ceptable to the commercial nations, 
besides pointing out the inadvisabil- 
ity of declaring food, fuel and cloth- 
ing contraband under * all circum 
Stances./ Lord Lansdowne dwelt on 
the sweeping charactcr of Russia‘’s 
proclamation, some of the provisions 
of which, after specifying — various 
goods as contraband, closed with the 
word ‘‘etcetra,"* which, Lord  Lans- 
downo pointed out, can include any- 
thing andopverything the Russian au- 
thoriti sire. As this is a scrious 
restriction on neutral shipping, Lord 
Lansdovne insisted that the regula- 
tions should not contain generalities 
of that kind. 

: Russia Will Medify. 

In reply Lord Lansdowne was as- 
sured that Russia had no desire to 
unnecessarily hamper, neutral ship- 
Ping, but she cannot afford to per- 
init Japan to receive supplies which 
would facilitate her military opera- 
tions, Russia was prepared to modi- 
fy her regulations, providing Great 
Britain, on her part, would accept 
the regulations and bind herself to 
observe them in future wars in which 
she may be involved. Lord Lans- 
downe is now considering how far in 
this direction he can go without cre- 
ating regulations embarrassing to 
Great Britain. The latter does -not 
wish to take action which might pos- 
sibly hamper the British navy. * 

Premier’s Confidence. 

In the House of Commons yester- 
day Premier Balfour, speaking on the 
same lines as Lord Lansdowne in the 
llouse of Lords, said he wax perfect- 
ly confident that no neutral ships 
‘would again be sunk by the Russians. 
Tle fully agreed in the statement 
that such a sinking was an inter- 
national outrage, and the Govern- 
ment had expressed to Russin in the 
clearest way possible that view, with 
the above result. z

Cutting began as carly as July 20, 
but considerablo of the crop remain- 
ed to be cut on Aug. 1, ‘The grain, 
which in 1902 and in-1908 gave 
most generous yields, will this year 
be, compared with its ‘own average, 
the poorest of the cereal crops, tak- 
ing the province at large; for while 
in some localities 2 good return is 
reported, in other sections the crop 
bas been so great a failure as to 
give buck no more than the quantity 
of sced sown. The crop appears to 
have sustained but little injury from 
Hessian Oy or other insec}* pests, 
most of the more reevnt injury to the 
crop resulting from rust and. rain. 
Very little is said by correspondents 
@s to the quality of the grain, a 
fact which carrics its own comment. 

Spring Wheat. 


This crop was not so fur advanced 
as usual on_Aug. 1, and cutting was 
not expected to begineuntil the 10th 
or 20th of the month, according to 
location, Rust was threatening in 
seme quarters, but aside from that 
the crop was jn excellent condition 
as regards both straw and = grain, 
and tho yield was expected to be 
well above the average.

Russian ship. From the deck of the 
lightship observers could see this 
act, which was followed by the 
shooting of rifles qgnd sabre strokes 
and Russians jumping overboard.

ADMIRAL TOGO REPORTS. 
Fleet Ie Scattered—Japasese 
Casualties Number 170, 


Tokio, Aug. 13,—Adiniral ‘Togo has 
reported as follows: 

“On Aug. 10 our coinbined flect at- 
tacked the enemy's ficet near Guygan 
Rock, The RGssian vessels were 
emerging from Port Arthur trying to 
go South. We pursucd the eneiny to 
the eastward. Severe fighting lasted 
from 1 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
until sundown, ‘Teward the close, 
the enemy's fire weakened remarkab- 
ly. His formation became confused, 
and then his ships scattered. Tho 
Russian cruisers Askold and Novik 
and several torpedo boat destroyers 
fled to the southward. Other of the 
enemy's ships retreated separately to- 
wards Port Arthur. 

“‘We pursucd them, and it appears 
that we inflicted considerable damage. 
We found life buoys and other ‘ar- 
ticles belonging to-the Russian bat- 
tleship Czarevitch floating at sea. 
The Czarevitch probably was sunk. 
Wo havo received no reports from-tho 
torpedo boats and the torpedo boat. 
destroyors, which were engaged in 
the attack of the ships of the encmy. 
The Russian veascls, with tho excep- 
tion of the Askold, the Novik, the 
Crarovitch and tho cruiser Pallada 
appear to have returned to Port Ar- 
thur. Our dumage was slight. Our

“Tears, saliva and bile and so forth 
are all employed directly through their 
being poured outward on the food or 
into various organs, Even the oll that 
lubricates our jointa represents a se 
cretion which is perpetually being pro- 
duced and insinuated between the sur 
faces that move one upon the other, 
When, however, we come to consider 
‘Internal. secretions’ a very different 
state of matters fulls to be noted. 
Here we mect with substances that 
are not poured outwardly, but Inward- 
ly. The work of Internal secretion Is 
perforined by certain glands. The thy- 
rold gland in the neck Is one of them, 
This is a gland which grows very 
largo in gofter or ‘Derbyshire neck,’ an 
ailment of hard water districts. If the 
secretion of this gland is not duly add- 
ed to the blood disease of a very dis 
tinct type appears, and it Js cured 
when the physician administers to the 
patient the thyroid gland substance of 
the sheep.

BAD BOILER EXPLOSION 





Demolished Western Wing of 
Kinleith Paper Mills. 





In a Yew Minutes Only a Heap of Ruins 
Sticking Out of the O14 Welland 
Canal at St. Catharines Was All That 
Remained te Mark the Spet—Narrew 

+ Escape of Four Men—Twe Were 
Hart, - 


St. Catharines, Aug. 13.—About’ 
6.30 last ‘evening, Just after tho 
members of the night gang had got 
well started to work, the two {m- 
mense boilers in the Kinleith Paper 
Mills situated on the old Welland 
Canal in the western part of tho 
city, suddenly blew up. The boilers 
were used for boiling rags into pulp. 

The explosion entirely demolished 
the western wing of the mills, in 
which the bollers were situated, three 
storeys in’ height, scattering bricks 
and timber in all directions, A fow 
minutes later there was only a heap 
of ruins sticking out of the canal to

° How the four men who were work- 


ing in the vicinity of the boiler es- 
caped with their lives is a question 
unansweralde, They were working 
right under the arch leading from 
the main building to the wing which 
was demolished. The men wére Ed- 
ward Hudson, Willinm Sneath, llugh 
Doherty and John Lawrence, 

Hudson and Sneath were nearest 
to the boilers, and while Hudson was 
struck on the head by falling picces 
of board and got some bad cuts, 
Sneath was 6nly scratched ao little. 
Doherty and Lawrence were untouch- 
ed. The men were blinded by the cs- 
caping steam. Doherty had «just 
changed his clothes beside the boil- 
ers, and he had left his pay  on- 
velope, containing two weeks’ pay, 
in his pocket. He lost everything. 

Bollers Kan Dry. ! 

The explosion was probably caused - 
by the boilers running dry. The loss 
to the paper: mills - will be heavy, 
though the amount is not yet known. 

After members of the Kinleith Com- 
pany had taken a look over the 
ruins, they concluded that the force 
of the explosion had damaged the 
main building also, but to what ex- 
tent they were unable tp say. It is 
probable that one boiler in exploding 
knocked the other one out into the 
canal. ior: 





















































Boilers Ware Disappeared. 

There is no trace of either boiler 
anywhere. The rag boilers which are 
wrecked were of only twenty-five or 
thirty pounds capacity and were fed 
with steam from other boilers in ano- 
ther part of the mills altogether, 
which were of about 125 pounds ca- 
pacity. The explosion was probably 
caused by the regulator on the boil- 
ers failing to work properly; 

What Might Have Been. 

HIad the explosion occurred a. few 
minutes sooner, filteen or twenty 
wmen Would undoubtedly have been 
blown to pieces, as most of the night 
shift were in the wing where the boil- 
crs are, changing their clothes, just 
shortly before, having Just come to 
work. 

There Is a large hole knocked In 
the rear of the main building facing 
the canal, which is unaccounted for.

A lumber freight train, consisting 
of an engine, thirty heavily loaded 
box cars, and the conductor’s van 
run aWay at Lorette, nine miles from 
this city: 

The engineer realized the conditipn 
of things, whistled down brakes. 
This was accordingly done, but it, 
was of no avail 

On nearing Hedleyville the enginver 
and fireman realized that if they re- 
mained at their posts it meant cer- 
tain death, and finally jumped. They 
were followed bg the brakeman, whe j 
sprung from the roof of the box cars 
to the ground. The engineer, nanicd 
Boucher, was afterwards picked up 
with one of his legs fractured and 
otherwise badly injured. The fireman 
escaped, as also did the brakeman, 

The runaway train kept on its 
carcer until it reached within two 
hundred feet: of the Hedleyville sta- 
tion, when the engine struck the 
switch connection and forced the rails 
apart, and then the big locomotive 
commenced to plough its way 
through the ties and earth. The 
tender broke its couplings and moved 
off tho track. It was followed © by 
the {reight cars, which ploughed their 
way into the station, The premiscs 
were overturned and smashed into 
kindling wood. Twenty-six cars pll- 
ed up on top of one another, making - 
matchwood of the cars and scatter- 
ing pulpwood in every direction. ‘Tho 
Pile of wrecked cars was fully twen-, 
ty-five to thirty fect high.

Any Canadian who takes the 
trouble to examine the four great ex- 
hibits managed by the Canadian 
Commission—the exhibits, that is, in 
tho Forestry, Horticultural, Agricul- 
tural, and Metallurgy buildings— 
will admit that every Canadian dol- 
lar has gone as far as four Ameri- 
can ones. Take, for instance> the 
horticultural _ exhibit. California 
spent on her display of fruits © alono 
$350,000; and yet the Canadian ex- 
hibit, which got only ita share of a 
mcdest appropriation, {ia the next 
best in that building. Similarly in 
the Metallurgy building Canada 
yields place only to Colorado, which 
spent almost her entire appropria-

Now it is beautifully 
equipped for fight, but it can no 
longer eat, and its life mission will 
be fulfilled perhaps within the coming 
night, This moth can scarcely be res. 
garded as the worm transformed, for 
she excretes in Quid form all the vit- 
al, internal organa-of hor larval ex- 
isteno:. Before lapsing in the inert 
pupa state she casts off her legs and 
all external organs, including even 
the bead. There is a deepening of the 
inystery of identily in this casting off 
of all parts of a previous existence. 
When the promcthea larva decided 
to retire for the winter sho sclected 
a convenient lilac leaf and began by 
Winding silk industriously around the 
twig where it grew. From this foun- 
dation she proceeded down the stem 
ef tho leaf, winding it round about 
and thus spinning @ tenacious silk 
cord. On reaching the lea gan 
to fold it about hergl{drawing 
in gradually at variots points until 
it became a closely enfolding over- 
rcont. Within this covering the exud- 
ed thread of silk was wound. and 
wound until it formed a completo 
strong cocoon cemented securely to 
the enfolding leat. Thus protected the 
inert chrysalia slept through the win- 
tor, oblivious to frost, snow and 
Fain. Some day we shall discover a 
means of dissolving the gum with 
which our moths cement the silk of 
their cocoons, and hen we shall have 
the raw material far a silk industry,

‘Adam and his wife hid themselves" 
not because God hated them: They 
hated God because they had dis- 
obeyed God and caten of the forbid- 
den tree. Beware, O man, how you 
flee your innocent victims) 

But agnin I learn that our first an- 
cestors sought other refuges besides 
leaf and flower and clinging vine and 
tree trunk and bush. It is true that 
the tropigal forests are so dense that 
they make excellent hiding places. 
Sir Gordon Cumming, the great 
hunter of wild beasts, tells us that 
the Ceylon juagles in places are so 
impenetrable to the eye that tho 
keenest and most experiznced hunters 
may sometimes be unable to dis- 
tinguish the wounded elephantine 
monster only ao few yards away, 
though tho valleys and the mountain 
sides. may bd thunderous with the 
beHowings of the dying wild beast. 
But sin never tries to cover up sin 
by the curtain of leaf alone. Sin al- 
Ways tries to conceal sin behind the 
bulwarks of other sins. Thus. when 
Adam and Eve hid’ themselves trom 























































the presenco of God in the arden, 
they tried to conceal their sin with 





the sin of falsity. ‘They pretended 
they did not hear God when he call- 
ed. They tried to conceal sin by say- 
ing, ‘‘The reason we have not an- 
awered thee, O God, is because we 
were unclothed and dare nog app 
before t naked, as thou did‘st 
te They tried to’ conceal 
n exactly the saine Way as thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of living 
men try to conceal gin with sin. 
Ah, tho “poisonous ‘ivy’ behind 
which Adam and Eve concealed them- 
selves was not an arbor of oak, but 
4p arbor of lies and deccits. If they 
had spoken the truth, they would 
havo said, ‘The shame we feel, the 
shame that forced us to hide our- 
selves from thy presence is due to 
our consciousness of wrong doing.’’ 
But one sin involves committing an-, 
other to hide it and another to Hide 
that until the sinner is buried under 
® mountain range of infamies Himag- 
laya high, under a mountaln range 
as long as tho Rocky Mountains, 
which, like the vertebra of man, 
seems to be the Lackbone of a con- 
tinent. 

« How does man try to conceal his 
first sin behind ai mighty bulwark of 
many sins? Here is a young man 
who has been brought up inva coun- 
try home, He was raised up right. 
ife had his first goxpel lesson instill- 
ed into him at tho family altar, in 
the Sunday school, and in the vhurch 
pew, where, as a littlo child, he used 
to be taken to hear the service, and 
would sleep through the long: ser- 
mon, clasped in his mother's arms. 
Away from home he falls into bad 
companionship, Heo gradually gets 
into the habit of spending his even- 
ings in billiard halls, and his Sun- 
days on excursion trains and picnic 
parties. He drinks a little. He plays 
cards a little, He dresses a little 
better than he can afford. He runs a 
little debt. One night while seeing 
some of his companions gambling he 
Says to himself, “Why cannot I make 
a little money that way?" He is a 
collector for the store. He plays 
and loses. He plays again and loses. 
He feels gaguin for money in his pock- 
et. Now his checks pale and his 
hands tremble, for his fingers have 
touched the envelope which belongs 
to his employer. He says to him- 
self; ‘‘I must win. 1 will borrow $3 
and pay it back very soon.’* He 
plays.again and loses; again, and 
loses. What is the result? The next 
day he dare not confess, so he doc- 
tors his accounts. He keeps on using 
other people's money until at last 
one night in order to conceal — his 
past sins ho forges. Then all the in- 
fernal regions clap their hands for 
joy. At last they have a new vic- 
time. ‘Tho law places its heavy hand 
upon that young man’s shoulder. A 
striped suit and a penintentiary cell 
and a broken hearted mother are the 
results of the sinner trying to con- 
ceal his sin behind o bulwark of 
many sins. 

But as we push our way through 
the flower gardens and the hedges of 
paradise and sec our guilty anccs- 
tors standing before God, I fcel that 
they are not willing to leave their 
hiding places of sin even alter the 
embowered roofs and the curteins of 
Icaves have been torn aside, and the 
guilty pair are compelled to confess 
that the fruit of the forbidden tree 
has been placed against © their lips. 
Even now they aro both trying to 
conceal sin within sin. What is the 
man trying to do?

Do not try to 
conceal sin with cowardly words such 
as those which Adam ‘uttered when 
he said, ‘'Yes, I sinned, but the wo- 
man. whom thou gavest to be with 
me, she gave me of the tree, and I 
did eat.’* Inexpressibly contemptibla 
.was this cowardly excuse, and tho 
Woman caught the infection. She 
would not bear the responsibility for 
her own and her husband's sin, but 
attempted to fasten tho entire blame 
on the serpent. Ah, no! Excuses and 
e¥asions wither in the presence of the 
~Great Judge. Be open, be true, ac- 
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knowledge yur sins, and he is 
faithful and just to forgive 
your sins nd cleanse you 
from all unright t is ho 


who tries to justify himself by accus- 
ing othera who will be condemned. 

But why should ‘our first ancestors 
have concealed themselves in their 
hiding places of sin? Why should 
thoy have run away after the fruit of 
the forbidden tree was eaten? Why, 
did they incriminate cach other an 
the serpent after they were brought 
forth from their arboreal retreat? 
Did God want to destroy them as so 
many seem to think? I confess that 
in my younger days I used to picture 
God as a tyrant, a monster, when u 
Was. secking those two frightened; 7 
flowing sinners. I used ‘to _ think hig 
voice Was harsh and condemnatory, 
that the call,” “Adam, where art 
-thou?'’ had in it the roar of a wild 
African lion starting forth at night 
to seek his prey. But a few 
ago my mind entirely changed in re- 
ference to this,) for then IL heard a 
great English preacher say: ‘This 
call of God Va garden of Eden 
was not the call to death, but to 
life.. God's call, ‘Adam, where art 
thou?’ was the pleading call of. a sor- 
rowing father seeking a lost and 
a wayward child.’ It is the same 
call that you would give if your boy. 
were lost in the jungles of the Indi- 
an hills. Then you would call, “My. 
child, oh, my child, cannot you hear 
my voice?’* As God was calling to 
our ancestors to come forth out of 
their hiding places of sin and they.

Will you 
not hear his voice and heed his call? 

Thus we started this sermon with 
® garden; we are going to end it with 
a garden. The apostle Paul sees in 
the story of our first homestead a 
wrecked and disorganized animal and 
vegetablo and ichthyological and or- 
nithological and human world. Ho 
Icads us to sec how the whole crea- 
tion—the birds of the air, _and the 
fishes of the sea, and the beasts of 
tho forest, and the flowers of the 
ficlds were influenced through and had 
their natures changed by the sins of 
man. Once love reigned everywhere. 
Now the law of life is dependent up- 
on the ‘‘survival of the fittest.’ ‘The 
cagle begins to mount higher and 
higher and higher, not to come near- 
er to the heavens to sce God, but 
that on account of the greater alti- 
tude he can have a wider horizon to 
SWoop: that with his keen eye. he 
may see the helpless dove ‘afar of, 
into. which the feathered murderer 
can plunge that terrible beak and 
rip and tear and slay. Once the- 
trees as lovers stretched forth their 
arms of branches and with rustle and 
moan ‘talked to cach other until for 
very love they trembled with delight. 
Then: it was affection, wooing  affec- 
tion, and tenderness, enclianting ten- 
derness. But now the hatteries of the » 
storms are unlimbered, and the thun- 
derbolts are aimed at their hearts, 
Now tho mighty forest giants, not as 
lovers, but as dying warriors, groan 
and totter and fall. Once the lion 
and tho lamb lay down side by side 
to sleep. But after tho sin of man 
the caress of tho shaggy brute was 
the prelude to a bito by which the 
helpless lamb was gashed and torn 
and became a meal for its foo. 

But this is not the end. Tho samo 
inspired wyiter tells us that tho time 
Will come when creation itself also

Washington, Aug. 16.—Tho Japan- 
ese Legation yosterday received 9 de- 
spatch from the Foreign Office at

vessels of the Viadivosteck squadron 
of Ulsan, southern coast’ of Cores, 
steaming southward, | ©! 

The Russian vessels on sighting 
the ‘Japanese squadron atteinpted to 
escape northward,. but were vrevent- 
cd, and Sighting commenced at 5.2:}. 

All the enemy's ships; caught fire 
noveral times by reason of the Jap- 
anese shells and apparently suffered 
heavily, especially the Rurik. 

Eventually the Mussians fled at 
full specd northward, Ieaving behind 
the Rurik, which afterward ‘sunk,

QGovern- 
ment agents, estimating .on wheat 
yield, never get below 20 bushels, 
while some expect evor 40 bushels 
per acre, 

Reports on Northern Assiniboia 
and Saskatchewan are particularly 
encouraging. The following are char- 
acteristic: Battleford, every indica- 
tion points to this crop as being u 
record-breaker, with an acreage this 
year fully 80 per cent.

‘The sccond foreo is that of gravity, 
which tends to draw it towards tho 
centre of the earth. ; 

The projectile, deviating from the 
line of metal, commences to fall as 
soon as ig leaves the barrel, owing 
to the force of gravity. While fall- 
ing it is also influenced by the force 
communicated by the explosion, and, 
being acted upon by both forces, the 
Projectile. takes an - intermediate 
course and describes a curvo in mid- 
air, represented by a curved line and 
called tho ‘‘trajectory.” 

Because the force of gravity is 
constant and the projective force fs 
temporary, all projectiles drop in a 
short time. 1 
The distance a projectile can travel 
is called its range. Dy clevating the 
rifle muzzle this distance is increas- 
ed, but without clevating sights the 
Object can’t be seen, for tho rife 
barrel is between it and the cye. 

With clevating sights true aim can 
be taken with the muzzle pointed 
above the object, by increasing the 
elevation of the rear sight: The 
spage.the vision travels in aiming {s 
called the ‘‘lino of sight.’’)

Usually the rifle is not 
cleaned after each shot, so if the first 
shot from a clean rifle scores a bull's 
eye, aim higher next shot, and con- 
tinue aiming higher each time you 
make a hit, until about ten ‘shots 
have been fired, when additional ele 
vation is not needed. 

Much depends upon the powder 
used. With some powders increased 
elevation after tho. second shot is not 
needed, with somwne dirtier powders 
elevation increasing alter ten or 
twelve of the first shots is indicated. 

Each man must find out for him- 
self how the rifle and the ammunition 
issued for that day’s uso shoot. No 
absolute“ rules apply oqually to 
every rifle, for each shoots dificrent- 
ly. Knowledge “of these pecularitics 
is of advantage to the shooter. Use 
the same rifle for all shots at cach 
Tange, unless tho rifle is seriously at 
fault. With a different-picce cach 
shot the score will suffer. 

If the object is suddenly lighted up 
by the sun and the shooter is in 
tho shade, less clevation is required. 
Tho shooter in the sun and the ob- 
fect in the shado Indicates increased 
clovation. The reason is that with 
the shooter in the shade and the tar- 
get in the sun he unconsciously takes 
@ coarser sight and shoots®highrr, 
while the object scems higher than it 
is owing to its refracting the ‘sun's 
rays. :

Ifa bad shot should be made think 
out the cause of it. The wind may 
have suddenly gone bah fs the ro-

tridge; rifle barrel foul; pjece pullel 
away in the act of firing, etc. What- 
ever tho cnuse, record it with the 
score and take care to prevent its re- 
occurrence, Faithfully hunting . up 
mistakes and correcting them makes 
geod shots,

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HOWARD FRANKLIN AND HIS CAREER 
Be IN THE NORTH: 





Stories of the Days Wheh There Was No 
Dawson Cjty and the Kidndike Was an 
Unknewn Stream—The Law of the North- 
land—Anu Unreliable Siguboard—Xxplor- 

_log the Sands ef Forty Mile River. 


' The pathfinder for Bob Henderson, 
for Geerge Carmack, and for all oth- 
er past, present or prospective claim- 
ants of the honor attached to the 
“‘discovery’’ of the Klondike gold 
field—Howard Franklin, prospector 
and’miner—is dead at Dawson City, 
aged sixty-one. It was Franklin who 
first found gold at Forty Mile, and 
it was this discovery of coarse gold 
at Forty Milo which brought about 
the exploration, from which resulted 
the bursting: upon the world of the 
Klondikq with its dazzle of untold 
wealth in yellow dust and nuggets. 
Yet until his death Howard Franklin 
has been practically unheard of. Even 
in his own country, the Yukon, he 
was without particular honor, 
~*Passing of Historic Figure. 

On Friday, Juno 3rd, while still 
Pursuing the adventurous and hard 
caroer of , working miner, the veter- 
an fcll into icy Bonanza Creek at: 
“No. 56 below,’’ as the claims are 
designated, washing down stream 
about two hundred yards before he 
was able to stom the swift current 
and make land’ again. Tho chill of 
the water, still carrying drift of 
fice, and tho exhaustion incident to 
the adventure, produced a rapid ill- 
neas, congestion of the lungs. inter- 
vening and causing death tho follow- 
ing Sunday. With Franklin's death 
there passes ono of the historic figur- 
es of the newer north, and one of 
the last of the picturesque ‘‘old bri- 
gade’’ of western mining camps. 


ena was born March 2, 1843, 


Schenectady, N.Y., but before he 
Was a year old his parents moved to 
Chatham, Ont. He lived there until 
1878, when he journeyed to Van- 
couver, B.C., by way of California 
and went out with the island staf 
on the preliminary survey for tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway. In 1875 
he went on to the Cassiar country, 
and afterwards mined on Spruce 
Creck, which empties into Chatham 
Sound. He passed on to Juncau ‘in 
1880, and worked a-claim-ii. the 
basin there, Wearing vague Indian 
reports from the Yukon valley that 
seemed.to indicate that it might be 
@ good country to prospect in, he 
left Juncgu for the unborn Eldorado 
on April 20, 1883, in company with 
Tom Boswell and Henry Matherson. 
‘When Dawson Was Not. 

The first place that the trio had 
any luck, according to the auto- 
biography of the old mincr, was on 
a bar some twenty milcs below the 
Little Salmon, which they struck on 
June 20. It paid as high as $40 a 
day to the rocker, and they cloancd 
up $1,500 in less than ten days’ 
time. They they dropped down riv- 
finding them still 
Way down stream and 
north, with only moose meat in the 
larder, They passed the mouth of 
the Klondike River on the afternoon 
of October 4th in a heavy run of ice,. 
reaching Fort Reliance shortly there- 
after, and being there joined by Joc 
Ladue. The quartette made thelr 
headquarters at the post, but, as 
there were bo supplics to be got 
there, most of the time was neces- 
sarily devoted (to hunting, and for 
ten days the little company camped 












and hdnted the numerous moose up 
Bonan® Creck and to the present 
) site of the forks,” littl dreaming 


that they were treading a land of 
gold, whdse fame a few years later 
would be in the mouths of everyone. 
Outfitting the following spring upon 
the arrival of the steamer New 
Racket, and being joined by several 
other alge hie friends, the prospect- 
ing expedifion was resumed. 
The Law of the Northland, 

“That fall something happened 
which I recall with anything but 
pleasure,”” says Franklin in his blo- 
graphy, "Tom Doswell had made 
several remarks as to not going 
hunting, declaring that instead he 
intended to rob the Indian caches. 
Tho Indians at that time were very 
friendly with the whites. It would 
not do, we agreed, to let the white 
injure them in any way. ‘That fall 
Matherson, Jow Ladue, John Fraser, 
Mike Hess and I came to the conclus- 
jon that we must protect ourselves, 
and 60 the following note was hand- 
td by me to Boswell: + 

*l°Mf you are caught robbing In- 
dian caches you will be shot on 
sight.’ es 

“The warning bore the signature 
of all five of us. It scems a rather 
cold-blooded proceeding, but it was 
absolutely necessary for us to keep 
on good terms with tho natives, and 
there was only one way to do it— 
punish by death anyone who would 
upset the good feeling then cxist- 
ing.”’ . . 

Boawell hunted and prospected the 
entire season a lonely, isolated man, 
and then struck for the outside. The 
Franklin party of six continued thoir 
explorations, and during the summer 
of 1884, struck what is known far 
and wide as Steamboat Bar. 

An Unreliable Bignboard. 

“When we started up the Stewart 
the warm weather had just set in,'’ 
says Franklin, ‘‘and we struck the 
Bar just alter tho snow had dis- 
appeared and had left the ground 
thawed, yet tho river showed no 
sign of breaking up. Before the ice 
did go out we had cleancd up $30,- 


000. It was a regular thing for cach 
rocker to clean up from $200 to 
$300 per day. Another incident 


which comes to mind as being in- 
teresting: When we were going up 
the Stewart that spring, and had 
reached a point about 65 miles up, 
we came to a tree blazed so careful- 
ly. that it immediately attracted our 
attention, Wo investigated, and 
found it to have been done by five 
men ‘in 1882. In Iettera about an 
inch in size were tho words, ‘No 
gold here.’ The only name I can

“until I found a place where the bed- 


rock was exposed, and in a crevice 
succeeded in getting out about half 
a shovelful of dirt. 
this I was surprised to find it had 
much coarse gold in it. I hastened 
hack to camp and showed the boys 
what I hed got. We welghed the 
prospect, and if I am not mistaken 
it. wel, a half an ounce, or 
about 50 as gold went in those 
dayss This place was about 500 
fect inside the American boundary 
Une. The next day we poled up, but 
could not find anything else on the 
bar, and then we continued our 










tramp for somo distanée, and finally- 


got good prospects on’, bar which I 
staked and named Discovery Bar, 
but which aftcrwards became known 
as Franklin’s Bar. I sold out ia 
1888~“and went to San Francisco, 
where I had a good time after being 
away from civilization so long. In 
1889 I went to Cariboo, and after- 
wards prospected in Oregon and 
Washington, returning to the north 
fn 1898. 

“The coarse gold -I bad got at 
Forty Mile was given by us to Harp- 
er & Mayo, who some years later 
despatched Williams and an Indian 
ty Dyea, the former being instructed 
to go to San Francisco and tell 
Jack McQuestin about the find. 
They left Stewart on December 3rd, 
and were caught fn qa storm.on the 
summit. Williams, died there of ex- 
posure, and tho Indian had a narrow 
escape, only reaching Dyea_ wi 
great difficulty. Men went to the 
suminit and got Williams’ mail, and 
at a miners’ meeting it was decided 
to open the letters and seo what nows 
had been sent out. In one reference 
was made to tho coarse gold, and 
upon it being found on Williams’ 
body the news spread, and was tho 
direct cause of the stampede which 


fallawed. shortly after, pnd. did- more 
thap anything else tog. “up the 
Klotike country:

Increased Land Values, 

Ond evidence of the increasing 
value of land in Vancouver is that 
whereas houses were formerly built 
on the regulation-sized lot of 66 feet 
by 1382 feet, they are now being put 
up on half lots and quarter lots, so 
that the city is growing not only in 
extent but in density of population. 
It is necdless to say that under cx- 
isting circumstances the yaluc of 
urban Jand has greatly increased, 
During tho past three years the ap- 
preciation has averaged fifty per 
cent. i.e., lots that were worth $1,- 
000 in 1900 are now worth $1,500. 
These prices refer to the residential 
district in the west end. In the cen- 
tre of the city land is worth from 
$300 to $600 per foot frontage, and 
the increase of valuoc has beon even 
more marked. An important factor 
in the rise of valucs in the west end 
of the city is to be found in its being 
a peninsula. The surrounding © tide- 
water forms a fixed boundary with- 
in whichionly a fow hundred lots 
now remain vacant. The main pen- 
insula ends in q smalicr one, our in- 
comparable Stanloy Park, of the im- 
pressive grandeur of which so much 
hos been written. Other parts of 
the city are-available for residental 
purposes, but they are comparatively 
remote and demand a longer ride im 
the street car—Dernard McEvoy in 
Toronto Telegram.

Opium Smakers In China, 

To learn the agtual number of oplum 
smokers 1s Impossible, but*we know 
the amount of the foreign Import of 
this drug, and the nalve confessions of 
reformed oplum smokers tell us pre 
cisely the amount of oplum required to 
pass the yin or craving. It Is one-fifth 
of an ounce dally. An ounce or llang 
is consumed In five days, and a catty 
suffices for 80 days. Four catties are 
enough for 320 days, and another halt 
catty will carry the smoker to the end 
of a year with comfort. A picul Is 
enough, then, for only 22 persons, and 
50,000 piculs Is sufficient for not more 
than 1,100,000 persons, 

The rich province of Szechuen pro- 
duces 100,000 piculs of opium, and the 
cultivation Is always Increasing. At 
Chungehlng 30,000 piculs suffice for 
consumption in the province, and 65,- 
000 piculs are exported, We may con 
clude that the smokers of that province 
cannot be less than 600,000. Since the 
population Is 67,000,000, the number 
of smokers {s one {n 100. In Sbensl 
one In 140 smokes, In Szechuen one in 
100. In Formosa one in 15 is the pro- 
Portion In cities, where the people are 
sunk to the Jowest point of degrada- 
tlon, and this Is the largest proportion 
yet known of oplum smokers as com- 
pared witb the general populatios.— 
Sbanghal Mercury.

QUEBEC’S GAME PARK. ~ 


A Vast Wilderness of Mure Than 2,600 
Square Miles. 


More than a million and o half of 
acres have been sct aside by the 
Government of the Province of Que 
bee as a national park’ for the pro- 
tection of fish and game and the 
inaintenance of the forests and water 
supply necessary to their propaga- 
tion. Situated for the most part, in 
the heart of the Laurentian  Mown- 
tain, it has been named the Laouren- 
tides National Park, If one taken a 
map of the province and traces tho 
route which is followed by the tour 
ist who travels from Quebec to Lake 
St. John by rail, thence to Chicou- 
timi and down the Saguenay to its 
mouth at Tadousac and back to 
Quebee by way of the St. Lawrence 
he will have marked out practically 
the exterior lines of the park, except 
a narrow strip of territory north of 
the St. Lawrence, south of Lake St. 
John and west of the Sagucouy. 

‘The exact area of the park is 1, 
689,400 acres, or 2,640 square milcs, 
and upon much of its wild interior 
to whito man has ever set fout. 

The park includes the sources and 
head watera of overy important river 
draining that part of the country of 
which it forms the centre. By pre 
serving the forests aliko from the 
danger of fire and the axe of the 
lumberman, eMeient guardianship — of 
the park insures a safe asylum: for 
the antlered big game which roa:n 
their depths. 

Among the rivers whose  heod- 
waters ore enclosed in this park xra 
the Montmorency, the Jacques Car 
tier, the Ste, Anne do la Perade, the 
Batiscan, tha Metabetchounn, the Upe 
fcauba, the Upica. the Chicoutimi, 












the Boisvert, the Mars, the Hat If 
the Murray and the Ste. Annes, 
which are among the finest — trout 


streams in the world. Some of these, 
Mke the Murray, the Jacques Carticn 
and the Mars, are salmon streams in 
thoir lower stretches after they have 


emerged from the confines of the 
park. More contained salmon In bye 
gone days, and with a proper sys 
tem of protection would still be 


good salmon rivers. 

The grandest of mountain, river 
and Inke acenery Is to be found fa 
this park. and tho fly fishing cannot 





be excelled.

British Gevernment Considering ¥.ffect of 
Neutrality ef China. 


London, Aug. 16.—Therfinal Cabi- 
net Council of the Parliamentary ses- 
sion wan held yesterday. After tho 
Council closed the emphatic state- 
ment was made that Great Britain 
fecis it absolutely essential to ber 
own interests and those of the entire 
world that the neutrality of China 
shall be observed by the two belli- 
gerents. Great Britain will make 
earnest offorts to secure this result, 

In the Knight Commander case tho 
British Government will instruct 
Ambassador Hurdine that it will 
insist that there was no justification 
in international law for sinking the 
steamer. The British note will be 
couched ingthe moxt conciliatory 
tone, and it in fully. expected in 
Cabinet circles that the question will 
be adjusted by Russia paying an 
adequate indemnity. 

The neutrality of China presents a 
more knotty problem to the London 
authorities, for the reason that they 
have to consider the effect upon their 
ally, ‘The disposition of the Govern- 
ment is to go slow. In other words, 
while insisting that China shall con- 
tinue neutral, the Gov ent will 
give Japan every opportunity to 
show, if possible, a justification for 
the action of the torpedo boat de 
atroyer in capturing the Ryeshitelni, 
Exchanges on the subject have oc- 
cured between Great Mritain and 
Japan. %

‘Tho place chosen was near Dedford, 
England, where there is a straight 
six-mile stretch of water. At both 
ends and ir the middle of this water 
posts were crected, cach of the samo 
definite height above the water level. 
Upon looking with a telescope along 
the tops of these three posts it was 
clearly seen that the centre one over- 
topped the others by about six feet, 
owing to the curvature of the surface 
of the carth, 

‘These experiments were recently re- 
peated in a more scientific manner by 
H. Yule Oldham, who read a paper 
on the subject before the Glasgow 
meeting of the British Association. 
The same resulta were obtained, 
with the important difference that by 
the employment of a tele-photogra- 
phic Iens and camera the six-foot 
prominenco of the middle post was 
recorded in an unmistakable manner,

Britain’s Note to Russia on Question 
of Foodstuffs. 





The Whole’ Matter Formally Raised —Controverts Russia's Right {o 


Sink Neutral Merchantmen, and Demands Compensation 
‘in the Case of the Knight Commander—Russia Will 
Try and Meet Contraband Restrictions. 





St. Petersburg, Aug. 18.—Great 
Britain has formally raised the wholq 
question of foodstufils as contraband 
of wer and the Icgality of, sinking 
neutral ships, in a communication to 
the Russian Government — presented 
through Ambassador Hardinge. ‘The 
views are practically those embodied 
in the King’s specch at the prorogu- 
ing of Parliament. The communica- 
tion makes exception to the Russian 
doctrine that foodstuffs are vontra- 
band, takes a position against the 
right of Russia to sink neutral mer- 
chantiten, and demands com nsa- 
tion in the case ofthe Knight Cem- 
mander. 

The British Contentions. 


With regard to foodstufls consigned 
to an enemy's ports thé communica- 
tion maintains that proof that they 
are intended for a belligerent’s mili- 
tary or naval force is necessary in 
order that they be considered contra- 
band. It illustrates in this copten- 
tion the case ef the flour en -board 
Uhe Arabia, which was consigacd to 
a British firm at Yokohama and 
which was declartd‘contraband “by 
the Vindivostock prize court. Great 
Britain contends that the Russian 
doctrine is equivalent te a declara- 
tion that all foodstufia consigned to 
an enemy's port are unconditionally 
contraband. Tho British note argues 
the question at length against the 
right to sink neutral ships, as being 
contrary to international Jaw and 
usage. 

Although the note is couched in 
friendly terms it presents the British 
nosition clearly and, emphatically., 











The American Case, 

The American case was  proscnted 
through Ambassador McCormick, and 
follows the lines of the American de- 
claration at the time of the Spanish 
war. It is in the fomn of a protest 
ogainst the cation of flour on 
board the Arabia.

Abrous streaks are illuminated 
last rays of the setting sun long after 
the earth below is. wrapped in shadow. 
Threads and groups of cirrus clouds, 
the finer the better, appearing after a 
gale, presage a long continuance of 
settled weather. On the other band, 
if after several fine days cirrus appears 
in long parallel bands stretching right 
across the sky in the form poponlarly. 
known as “mares’ tails,” there will al- 
most certainly be a change of wind 
and probably rain to follow. 

Unlike other clouds, cigrus is coni- 
Dosed not of water vapor, but of tiny 
crystals of ice. You can tell by its 
motion what the pace and direction 
of the highest current of wind. Quiet- 
ly as it oppears to be moving, careful 
observation has proved tbat cirrus 
sometimes travels at the rate of a mile 
In elghteen seconds.

A single cloud of this 
description will measure six or even 
seven miles from Its fat, dark base to 
its rounded, glistening summit—that ts 
to say, its bulk and height far exceed 
tliose of earth's greatest mountains, 
The temperature in such a cloud as 
this has been measured to vary over 
10) degrees—that is, from 80 degrees 
Fahrenheit at the base to 75 degrees 
below zero at its summit.

face. It rises on calm, clear evenings 
after warm days and may often be 
seen {n mountalpous districts slowly 
creeping up thehilisides, If the sun 
tises through Isyers of stratus it is 
usually a sign of « fine, warm day to 
come. After sunrise, stratus, as a rule, 
rises higher Into the air and slowly dl 
appears, 

In early summer, when the weather ts 
showery, you may perbaps notice, 
through breaks in the rain clouds, an 
appearance of dense white cloudiets 
in small, {rregular tufts brightly Irradl- 
ated by sunshine. The children call it 
mackerel sky. Its real name ts cirro 
cumulus, and it Is n sure sign of heat 
and probably fine weather. Scen In 
winter, mackerel sky portends a thaw. 
and wet, mild weather. It is the next 
highest cloud to the cirrns and is some 
times called sonder cloud. 

A sure prophet of wind and rain ts 
elrro stratus or vane cloud. It consists 
of long, thin clouds with torn edges 
tying at a great height above the earth. 
It Is dull in color and irregular in 
shape. 

The wettest cloud of all is nimbus, 
which ts scen In {ts most perfect form 
during a thunderstorm. It 1s a mixture 
of other clouds, n dense black or gray 
sheet which often appears to come up 
against the wind, Usually when It first 
appeara driving’ up over the horizon 
lls edges are fringed and tipped with 
rolling masses of cumulus, The most 
omlnous-sign about 2 nimbus cloud ts 
when {ts advancing summit fs tipped 
with a mass of dense, white, smoky 
cloud, which seems to roll over and 
over. This is an omen of severe elec- 
trical disturbance and a furious squall.

To the sick man whose 
thoughts bare been turned toward the 
end longer than others suspect, intima- 
tion of a fatal end often brings ne 
shock, but mther relief from the end- 
ing of a painful uncertainty. Accord 
Ing to the rulers of the Roman Catholl¢ 
ehureh a timely announcement should 
always bo given, and those who have 
witnessed the Inst days of members of 
this faith canconfirin the statement that 
good often follows, spenking merely 
from a medical standpoint, and rarely 
harm, while the same thing Is true of 
muny of other faiths or of no faith.

Pawnbrokers, and he was obliged to 
be confined to his bed with no other 
covering than a blanket. | Whenever 
his distresses so pressed as to in- 
duce him to dispose of his shirt, he 
cut some ‘white paper in slips, and 
in the same manner supplied his 
neck, In this manner he frequently 
appeared abroad, with the addition- 
al inconvenience of the want of 
breeches.

“Kidpaped.” Mr. Antbony Hope wrote |: 
a better book in “The Prisoner of Zen- 
da” than he did In “Rupert of Hent- 
zau.” Wise authors never undertake 
soquels. Once upon a time Mr.‘ Rider 
Haggard was tempted to adventure a 
sequel to “She,” but repented at dis- 
cretion.. It is altogether a different 
matter when successive books include 
tho same character. Thackeray used 
that trick in “Pendennis” and “The 
Newcomes,” but in no sense {s the lat- 
ter o sequel to the former. In a way 
Thackeray's novels may -be sald to 
constitute a chain right down from 
“Esmond.” The links subsist, but 
there ‘fs no continuity of narrative 
which defines a sequel proper. 

He who will may compare the re- 
spective merits of Zola’s “L’Assom- 
molr” and “Nana.” There does not ap- 
Pear to be mwuch to choose: between 
them, but undoubtedly the earlier book 
has beey, more popular. Zoln’s habit, 
as is well known, was to keep the same 
familles in hia various treatises, for to 
him they -«ere fens of natural 
history and mightily portentous, Con- 
trast with Zola our immortal Fielding,

In many of the States, notably 
Michigan, the hemlock is all but ex- 
tinct, and in view of the cnormous 
demands mniade upon it here without 
any effort to keep up tho supply, it 
is surely time to draw attention to 
the growing scarcity and the urgent 
necessily of its more frequent culti- 
vation. Let everyone who intends — 
planting evergreens insist upon have 
ing this tree amongst their | collee- 
tion. In city parks there should be 
specimens planted, as it is in. its 
habit fully as desirable as any ‘other 
evergreen, and being perfectly hardy, 
it is certainly more sensible to plant > 
with a certainty of its living for the 
next fifty years than so many useless 
junipers, cypresses and other firs of 
uncertain hardiness and questionablo 
beauty. A well-trimmed hedge of 
heinlock in full vigor is worth going 
tiles to see, and the balmy fragrance 
of its dark green foliage is delightful 
to inhale, while the value of its tim- 
ber makes {ts planting a necessity. 
I would urge upon the Government 
whatever may be their plans: for for- 
estry, to make a special effort in cul- 
tivating this — rapidly-dfsappearing 
and valuable evergreen.

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{° Los Angles, Cal., Aug. 21.—In 
this’ sermon’. the frecdom of this 
World, with all its restrictions and 
Mmitations, and the larger {rocdom 
of the spiritual world’ are Dictures- 
Quely contrasted. Tho text is John 
Macnee ED “The truth shall make you 
reo.** 

The word freedom has a charming 
sound. Like unto a xylophone,” cach 
one of its Ictters scems to be a gold- 
en bar. Like unto a silver-thronted 
trumpet, its voice sounds just as en- 
chanting in the rich man's palace as’ 
in the peasant’s hut. Like unto the 
pheasant’s call for his mato, it seems 
to recognize no government save tho 
scoptre of love. Like unto the aeoli- 
an » which emits its most thrill- 
ing notes when tho wintry — storms 
throb through its strings, this word 
freedom never Has a more Plaintive 
melody than when it is uttered by 
beings who pine for it while they 
cringe under the lash of the task- 
master and spend their lives in the 
bondage of tyrants at whose word 
they may have to die. 

There have been orators whose 
tones were so penetrating and im- 
pressive that the words they uttered 
took a new and deeper meaning. It 
was said of George Whitefield, the 
fanious evangelist, that his Voice Was 
of such compass and pathos that he 
could melt an audience into tears by 
the intonation he could throw into 
the word Mesopotamia. But it is 
not by melodious tones that the word 
freedom reaches the heart inost pow- 
erfully, but by the heroic deeds of 
men who have suffered and died’ to 
Win the blessing for their people, 

0 freedom, thou art more than a 
mere word! Thou art a strong armed 
angel of light, breaking the ‘shackles 
of tho slave, unmuzzling the lips of 
the patriot, lifting the shadow from 
the home. Under this henignant rule 
every man’s abode is his castle, sur- 
rounded, like the ancient fortresses 
of the old. world, with the moat 
whose Waters were linpassable to the 
minions of a king. ‘Thou art the mes- 
senger of God, who would place the 
coronation robes around every human 
shoulder. Thou wouldst put the 
crown of gold upon every manly or 
Womanly brow ns thou dost say: 
“Man, lift high thy forehead, for 
thou art a king! Woman, God has 
made thy head the resting place for 
a diadem which is the equal of the 
crown that I have placed upon thy 
husband's brow."” Yes, yes; no word 
{n all the English language has a 
more potent sound than that of froe 
dom, for, as God gave to King 
Solomon everything a prince could 
Want because the young King had 
asked of him “wisdom,” so every 
good thing in life is ucccssible to the 
earnest, aspiring soul when freedom 
Fomoves the barriers to its flight. 

Dut as I began to tudy my text I 


asked myself this { rtant «ques 
tion, *'What is freedom?" Is it un- 
bridled license? Docs Practically 
say, “Man, you are fre; therefore 


you can do as you will, no matter 
what your desire may be?"" Does it 
mean an emancipation proclamation, 
which liberates from obedience to all 
la*? When, on Jan. 1, 1863, Atra- 
hain Lincoln in tho White House 
signed his name to the famous State 
paper which declared that all black 
men and black women under the 
Stars and stripes ‘‘are and  hence- 
forth shall be free,’ it did not mean 
that the negro was sct freo to follow 
his own unbridled inclinations, but 
that he passed from under the con- 
trol of his owner to be under tho 
control of tho same law that his 
owner himself has to obey. 

Freodom has its limitations. We 
find those Iimitationa in the physi- 
cal, the mental and the social as 
Well as in the spiritual world. Biolo- 
gists find: them in tho dumb brutes 
and in the vegetable and toineral 
kingdoms as well as in human so- 
ciety. Thus my subject to-day, ‘The 
Limitations — of Liborty,’" offers a 
wide scope for natural and spiritual 
investigation, and I shall endeavor 
to show that the only true freedom 
that the spiritual ‘man can enjoy is 
in the surrender of himself to tho 
service of Christ. In becoming a ser- 
vant of Christ, in taking his will as 
the law of our lives, we are set free 
from the dominion of sin and enjoy 
the glorious liberty of the children of 
God. 

The physical man is surrounded by 
Minitations which, like impassable

body ugninst those bara. I am not 
now alluding to the penalties suffered 
by tho glutton and tho drunkard, 
which are only too obvious. There 
are penaltics against over-indulgence 
in legitimate courses. A man may 80

I am not hero going into the de- 
tails of the crrors and tho reasons 
why a inan should not abuse his 
Physical organism. But I am here to 
state that as God limits the natural 
realms in which tho fish can live, 
and the plants can live, and the 
erceping things, like the worms and 
the snakes, can live, so God gives to 
mana phyaical realm, and in that 
realm ho must live. If ho persists in 
golng out of that realm he must

Farthermand farther I KO 
until the darkness scems to be hurl- 
ed at me. +I cling in dumb fear, to 
the miner by my side. We-go down 
and down until the heat becomes like 
the blistering sands of the Sahara 
Desert. Fresh air from above ia now 
Pumped to my panting Jungs. But 
the heat growx more and tore in- 
tense until it secms I cannot live. 
Suddenly we come to the end of a 
long coal shaft. “Why not firther?’t 
I ask my guide. ‘Has the coal Vein 
stopped here?"’  “"Nay,"’ is the an« 
swer, “‘the coal is just as rich far- 
ther on, but iis an impossibility 
,now to work it. The farther ve bur- 
row into the earth tho hotter It be- 
comes. God has decreed’ that physi- 
cal man must live on the earth's 
surface. He may pass around the sur- 
face of the carth, but cannot KO 
through it. He can never tunnel his 
Way from New York to Pekin.” If 
man leaves his natural clement he 
dies as gurely as did the fish we 
caught some weeks ago when they 
Were drawn: out of. their natural ele- 
ment, Physical man has his limita- 


tions of life. If we would- physically, 
live we must obey certahhaihatca 
laws, We cannot eat pebdl tke an 


ostrich. We cannot hibernate like a 
snake. We cannot drink in” water 
like w blucfish. We cannot cat grass 
like an ox. We cannot. breathe the 
foul and {ctid air of a miastnic 
sWamp as the firefly, with its little 
lantern, makes its home among the 
bogs and calls tho green slime its 
playground. Physical limitations hem 
in the liberties of physical man. We 
can live our physical life only as we 
obey God's physical laws. 

We also have social limitations, By 
that I mean in the liberties of social 
economies... Every man’s liberty ends 
where his neighbor's libertics begin. 
AS a citizen of the United States I 
have no right in the sight of the 
law which is not Possessed in an 
equal degree by every other private 
citizen of the United States. Neither 
has any other citizen of the United 
States a social right which I as an 
individual citizen do not possess. In 

her words, my liberties are mine 
only as long as I do not transgress 
the rights of, my neighbors. 

Let me illustrate my thought by 
the civilized Jaws of our country. 
America sis called the “land of the 
free." But freedom docs not mean 
Kcense. For the benefit of our so- 
Cial life wo have established restric- 
tions on Mberty, and those restric- 
tions must be obeyed. I ace a ship 
sailing hither from the Orient. It is 
magnificently furnished with lavish 
splendor, It is owned by an Oriental 
gentleman of high caste who is com- 
ing to live among us. Ie has beard 
that America is the land of the free 
and supposes that here a man may 
live ‘aa he pleases. He has on board 
cight wives, and he sets up his har- 
em in one of our great citics. One 
day an officer of the law. comes to 
him and says: ‘'This kind of house- 
hold is contrary: to our laws. You 
have seven wives too many." But 
the Oriental replies: “I. have taken 
out naturalization papers, and I am 
& [ree citizen. I can live: choose."* 
But the officer answers: “No; you are 
under legal restrictions. If you con- 
tinue to violate them we shall send 
you to prison as a bigamist."* : 

The land of the free? Yes, if you 
obey our laws, but not otherwiso, 
You are free to do as you will in 
your own home—that is, if you do 
not abuse your offspring. If you do, 
asan agent fas the Society For the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children I 
can step in and take your children 
away from you. The land of the 
free? Yes, but you dare not sell to 
my children obscene pictures, for if 
you do I can make you wear con- 
Vict’a stripes. The land of the {roe? 
Yes, it is the land of tho free it you 
do not try to forcibly enter my 
home,or rob niy store, or refuse to 
Pay your taxes, or to go to war as 
an American soldicr when you are 
drafted, or to serve In the jury box 
when you are empaneled. You are 
freo, in a social sense, only when 
your. liberties do not conflict with 
tho equal liberties of some ono else. 

Under the old educational system 
every American college used to exact 
a hidebound course, The young man 
who was-a candidate for the B.A, 
degree had to take just so much of 
mathematics, so much of Philosophy, 
so much of this and that and® the 
other thing. But now our college 
systems have become broadened. The 
“elective system’ is in vogue. Great 
educational loaders have come to tho 
logical ond right conclusion that 
what is meat for one brain may be 
Poison for another. Charles Sumner 
was one of the greatest men Amori- 
ca ever produced, but it was simply 
an impossibility for Charles Sumner 
to grasp mathematics, As q result 
of this deficiency Sunminer, one of the 
greatest of all Massachusetts’ schol-

God, are we not foolish In setting up 
ourschves as judges and critics of 
his mothods? Ought we not rather 
to accept his plans and humbly to 
submit ourselves to his rule? That 
is the way ta true freedom. When 
we accept the truth that he has re- 
vealed to us and give ourselves to 
his guidance, we learn by experience 
that the truth makes us free, 

‘True freedom always has its limite- 
tions. ‘The Christian life, too, has 
its rightful limitations. Christ said, 
“T am the way, the truth and the 
life; no man cometh unto the Fath- 
er but by me."' There is only one 
way to God, one door, ono true life. 
But after we have once entered 
through that open door then we are” 
free. Aye, we may become trans- 
cendently and eternally free. Is not 
my text right when it says, .‘‘In 
Christ the truth shall make you 
froo?’" The freedom he gives is tho 
freedom from sin, the freedom from 
punishment, but that freedom, like 
all others, can be obtained omly by. 
submitting to Christ’s rule. In one 
way alone can we gain that freedom, 
and that is by the way of the cross.

During the reign of Henry VIII., 
ip 1531, a statute was enacted ex- 
pelling the gypsies from the country 
under penalty of imprisonment and 
forfeiture of property. According to 
The Grey Friara’ Chronicle, the 
statute recited that ‘‘many outland- 
‘ish people, calling themselves Egyp- 
tians, using no craft nor faict (prac- 
tice) of merchandise, have come into 
this realm and gone from shire to 
shire and place to place in great 
compaby, and used great subtle and 
crafty means to deceive the people; 
bearing them in hand that they by 
Palmistry could tell men’s and wo- 
men's fortunes, and so, many times, 
craft and subtiety have deceived the 
people of their money, and also have 
committed many and heinous felon- 
ies and robberies."’ Six years later 
Cromweii, in a letter’ to the presi- 
dent of the Marches of Wales, ac- 
cuses. “‘the Gipcians,”” as he calls 
them, of ‘“‘falsehdods, felonies and 
treasons,’’ and orders the execution 
of such as fail to leave at command, 
The gypsies had apread over the 
continent of Europe several centuries 
before their appearance in England. 
and an Austrian monk, writing of 
them in the twelfth century, calls 
thein the progeny of the son of Hag- 
ar, or Ishmaelites. Modern histor- 
fans, however, have by the peculiari- 
ties of their language, traced their 
erigin to India, Throughout the 
orient and continental Europe they 
were known as metal workers, and 
Sir John Lubbock attributes to 
thein the introduction of metallurgy, 
especially of bronze, into Europe. 

















Col. 8. T. Lukis, C.M.LG., DSO, 


A Reuter's telegram from Cape 
Town states that Colonel H. T. Lu- 
kin, C.M.G,, DS.G., will succeed 
Major-General Sir Edward Brabant 
as Commaudant-General cf the Capo 
Colonial Forces, 

‘The new. Commandant-General -has 
had a most distinguished carcer, and 
has achieved jis success. at an age 
when the merits of most military 
ten are only beginning to be recog- 
nized. Born on May 24, 1860, he first 
Saw service in the South African war 
of 1879. During the Zulu campaign 
he was attached to the Cavairy Bri- 
gude, took part in the advance on 
Ulundi, and waa present at the 
subsequent battle there, where he 
Was ascverely wounded. He received 
the medal and clasp for the Zulu 
campaign, and in 1880-1 assisted in 
the operations in Basutoland. He was 
FYeld Adjutant in the Bechuanaland 
Field Force in the Lanberg campaign 
of 1896-7, and was several times 
mentioned in despatches, being af- 
terwards promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the Cape 
Mounted Rifles. He became attached 
to the Imperial forces in 1000, and 
commanded the artillery in the sicge 
of Wepener in the same year. For 
some time during the late war he 
commanded a column “of mounted 
troops in Cape Colony, and. was 
appointed to the command of the 
First Colonia! Division in November) 
1901. He waa awarded the D.S.O. for 
his gallantry in leading a night at- 
tack on a Eoer laager. and in 1902 
Was created’ a C.3.G. In January of 
last, year he was appointed colonel 
in command of the Cape Mounted 
Rifles. Colonel Lukin is not only a 


gallant and capable soldier, but a 
most popular man in colonial  socic- 
ty, and his appointment will be 


heartily appreciated by the colony.

Taternational Tribunal Between US. and 
Britain to Me Metablished, 


Honolulu, Aug. 18 (via San Fran- 
cisco, Aug. 24.)—It is stated that an 
international tribunal is to be es- 
tablished by Great Britain and the 
United States for the Purpose of Ket- 
tling, afuong other things, the claims 
of w number of British subjects here 
“ho were imprisoned, as revolution- 
ists after the rebellion of 1805.

Tragedy of Unempleyment te the 
: Man Who Is Aging. 

The tragedy of unemployment deep- 
ens in the case of those men who are 
visibly aging, passing prematurely in- 
to that condition when society has nei- 
ther use nor regard for their services, 
The development of the modern city: 
life in its feverish thirst for gain’ 
sucks up the activities of the young. 
Work can always be found for the 
children. But the man of forty has al- 
ready become suspect. At fifty there ts 
evidently stretching before him the 
bleak old age of the unwanted poor. 
‘The despairing clutch of the aging at 
any degrading occupation which be- 
fore they would have scorned Is one of 
the commonest and pitifulest sights of 
modern life. I think of those whem I 
have known, those who dye their hair 
to keep the appearance of youth, the 
applicants for positions, their efforts 
toward ‘respectability, the ink ined 
coat, the shabbiness concealed, tlie at- 
tempt, always so grotesque and inef- 
fective, to strike the right note be 
tween a dignity that will command re- 
spect and an eagerness that will be 
come a mere mendicant pleading for 
ald.

The late U. E. Thompson was in 
svery scnne of the word a Kelle- 
villian - In Belleville be was 20rn and 
there was no place in the world like 
it to him.

The little bullet-head men, viva-

know that they awoke all. Leurope, 
that they first provided settled fi- 
nancial systems and settled Govern- 
ments of land, and that everywhere, 
from the Grampians to Mesopotamia, 
they were like stcel when all other 
Faces . were like wood or irgn. We 
know that they were a flash. Thoy 
Were not formed or remarkable at 
all before tho year 1000; by the year 
1200 they: were gone. Some odd. 
transitory phenomcnon of cross 
breeding, a very lucky freak in. the 
Ristory of the European family pro- 
duced the only body of men who all 
were lords and who in their colleo- 
tive action showed continually noth 
ing but genius. 

‘e know that they were the spcar- 
bead, as it were, of the Gallic spirit; 
the vanguard of that one of tho Gal- 
llc expansions which we associate 
with the opening of the Middlo Ages 
and with the Crusades. . ... We 
know all this and write about it; 
nevertheless, we do not make cnough 
of the Normans in Bugland. * © * 

Yet it is in England that the Nor 
man can be studied as he can be 
studied nowhere elsc. Ho did not 
write here (as in Sicily) upon a pa- 
limpsest. Ho was not merged hero 
{as in the Orient) with the rest of 
the French. He was segregated here; 
he can ke studied in isolation, for, 
though so many that crossed tho sea 
on that October night with Willlam, 
the big leader of them, held no Nor- 
man tenure, yet the spirit of tho 
whole thing was Norman; the regu- 
larity, the suddenness, the achievo- 
ment, and when the short fighting 
Was over tho creation of a new go- 
clety. It was the Norman who began 
everything over again—the first fresh 
influence since Rome. 

The riot of building hes not been 
seized. The place was conquered in 
1070. It was a place of heavy foolish 
men with random Jaws, pale ocycs, 
and a slow manner; their houses wero 
of wood; somctimes they built (but 
how painfully and how childishly!) 
with stono. There was no height, 
there was no dignity, there was no 
senso of permanence. The Norman 
Government was established. At once 
rapidity, energy, the clear object of 
@ united and orgsnized ‘nower Jolluw-. 
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ta. And ste What tollowed in arcni- 
tecture alone, and in what a little 
Bpace of the earth, and in what a 
little stretch of time—iess than the 
time that separates us {rom the year 
of Disracli’s death or the occupation 
of Egypt. 

The Conquest was achieved in 1070, 
Tn that same year they pulled down 
the wooden shed of Bury St. Fale 
munds, “‘unworthy,”* they said, ‘‘ofa 
great saint,”’ and began the great 
shrine of stone. Next year it was the 
Castle at Oxford, in 1075 Monk- 
swearmouth, Jarrow, and the Church 
at Chester, in 1077 Rochester and 
St. Alban’s; In 1079 Winchester; Ely, 
Worcester, Thorney, Hurley, Lincoln, 
followed with the years; by 1089 
they had tackled Gloucester,’ by 1092 
Carlisle, by 1903 Lindisfarne, Christ- 
church—tall Durham. And 
this is but a short and random list 
of some of their greatest works in 
theso few years; some, though re 
corded, are not mentioned here. Hun- 
dreds of castles, houses, village 
churches are unrecorded. Were they 
not indeed a people? ‘i's And 
all their effort realized itself before 
Pope Urban had made + the speech 
which Jaunched the armies ageinst 
the Holy Land. The Norman had 
created and founded all this before 
the Mass of Europe waa urged 
against the flame of the Arab, to 
grow fruitfal and to be transforin- 
ed. 

One may say of the Norman and of 
the Gothic what Dante said of Virgil 
and the Faith: Would that they had 
been born in a time when they 
could have known it!

A PLAGUE RELIC. 
The London Garette Was One Result 
of the Great Epidemic. 

A curious relle of the great plague 
survives still In the London Gazette. 
During the epidemic the autumn ses- 
sion of parliament was held at Oxford 
from Oct. 9 to 31, 1665, and Charles 
Il. and his court went there to attend 
the session and to escape Infection.

About 
two months later the publication was 
transferred to the metropolls as the 
London Gazette. 

The Orst Oxford issuc does not ap- 
r to bare regched London until 
or. 22, at least Pepya records under 

that date, very cbaracteristically: 
“This day the first of the Oxford Ga- 
zettes come out; very pretty, full of 
news, and no folly in it. Wrote by 
Williamson. It pleased me to haye it

Sea ICE, 


The Process That Begins When tho 
Two Are Mixed. 

It {s not correct to say that salt dis- 
solves ice, since real solution only takes 
place when ‘a solid, lHquid or gas is 
dissolved in a liquid. 

The trne explanation of the tact that 
ice melts when common salt is added }, 
to it depends upon the simple physical 
principle that when a salt is dissolved 
in water heat is absorbed, and its tem- 
perature is lowered. When salt and 
ice are mixed together some of the salt 
dissolves in the smal] amount of wa- 
ter which {s always present, the tem: 
perature is thereby lowered, and a new. 
freezing point Is established. 

The remainder of the ice—being at a 

“| temperature higher than this new 
freezing point—slowly melts, and more 
salt is dissolved until the solution is 
saturated, The temperature can in this 
way be lowered to 22 degrees C., which 
is the freezing point of a definite com- 
Pound of salt and water. 
~The salts dissolved in sea waters 
serve a very important purpose, as it 
requires a greater degree of cold to 
cause the formation of {ce on them 
than on fresh water. 


ANCIENT CURRENCY. 


The Chinese Once Used Small Bronse 
Kaives For Money, 

Knife money, a species of ancient 
Chinese currency, was associated with 
the state of Ts‘l, one of the most pow- 
erful of the carly subdivisions of the 
Celestial Empire, which came into pow- 
er B, C. 1122 and was subdued by the 
rival state of Ts'ln, B. C. 224, This 
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small curved bronze knives, some seren 
inches in length, with inscribed blades 
and handles terminating In rings. 

This knife money dropped out of use 
with the reduction of Ts'l, but was re- 
vived by the usurper Wang Mang, who 
was murdered A. D, 23, The issues of 
this potentate were half aa long again 
ag the cariler currency. They were also 
much thicker, and the ring at the end of 
the handle was replaced by a rim and 
central square hole resembling the hole 
in the modern “cash:” Other Chinese 
currencies of great antiquity and of 
similar sort were adze money, or small 
hatchets, with such varieties of tool 
currency a8 chisels, spades and planes, 
all of which passed from band to hand 
in tlie ordinary way os a circulating 
inedium.

A and B instantly drew-out and open- 
ed their hands, If motiey appeared ia 
both the exchange was made; !f In one 
only, or in neither, the award was off, 
and In every case C took the stakes.

A NATURAL WONDER. : 


Ringing Rocks That isan Like a 
Bell When Struck,. 

With all manner of legends cluster- 
{ng around their history and various 
reasons given. by geologists for their 
presence, the Ringing rocks, two miles 
north of Pottstown, Pa,, aro the great- 
“est natural wonders of Montgomery 
county. Although these rocks and 
bowlders are scattered over a large ex- 
tent of territory, there is* one place, 
covering over two acres, where they le 
80 closely togetber as to suggest that 
that particular spot was the tenter. of 
a yolcanic disturbance. that ‘rent’ the 
earth and piled the rocks as they are 
today. It is the general opinion that 
the spot was once the crater of Q Yol- 
cano. 

A rich, bell-like tone, pranced by 
striking some of the stones with a ham- 
mer, explains in part why the name of 
“Ringing rocks” was given them. + Vis- 





{tors carried off some of the.smaller, 


stones of unusual musical quality, but 
this practice has been stopped. 

Located ‘some distance away from 
the main deposlt of rocks are grotesque 
‘formations like the Haystack rock, 
looking like a petrified haystack, but 
rent from top to bottom by“a conyvul- 
sion of nature which probably also 
made it a “leaning .tower.” In the 
Bullfrog rock a company of soldiers 
could stand, the Umbrella rock could 
shelter twenty or thirty, and the-Stone 
House and Cave, rising thirty feet in 
helght and xovering half an acre of 
ground, suggests some of the wonders 
of the Yosemite, 

A cave under the rocks was pene- 
trated several years ago by Dr. W. B. 
Shaner and J. 8. Bahr, who upon 
throwlng a stone Into an opening could 
hear it reverberating for a great dis- 
tance and then fall into a body of wa- 
ter.” This Is surrounded by many leg- 
ends. One is that robbers made it 
thelr rendezvous and into {t carried all 
their plunder, defying pursuers to fol- 
low.

The Chinese Once Used Small Bronse 
Knives For Money. 

Knife money, a species of ancient 
Chinese currency, was associated with 
the state of Ts'l, one of the most pow- 
erful of the early subdivisions of the 
Celestial Empire, which came into pow- j 
ec B. ©, 1122 and was subdued by the 
rival state of Ts'in, B. ©. 224. This 
quaint form of money consisted of 
small curved bronze knires, somo seven 
inches in length, with inscribed blades 
and handles terminating in rings. 

This knife money dropped out of use 
with the reduction of Ts'l, but was re- 
Yived by the usurper Wang Mang, who

DEAN OF ROCHESTER DEAD. 
Noted EFoglish Preacher Who Visited 
Canada Recently Passes Away. 


London, Aug. 29.—Tho Very Rev. 
S. Reynolds Hole, Dean of —Roches- 
ter, sitice 1887, died of heart dis- 
ease Saturday morning at Rochester, 
He had been {11 somo time and pass- 
ed away While asleep.

™.)—The great battle of Liaoyang, 
which began early ‘Tuesday morning

War Office. Every confidence is ex- 
Pressed in Gen. Kuropatkin'’s ability 
to meet tho Japanese assault on 
ground of his own chosing, but the 
city is hungrily awaiting further news 
of the progress of the fight. 

The Japanese forces engaged in the 
battle can only be cstimated here, 
but they are believed to number 
about 200,000 men. Gen. Kuropa- 
tkin is known to have six army 
corps and 147 squadrons of cavalry, 
in which great confidence is reposed, 
bringing up the Russian total to 
about the same number that the 
Japanese have. How the armics 
compare with regard to artillery is 
Bot definitely known, though through- 
out the war, the Japanese have 
shown great preference for this arm 
and great skill in {ts use, ~ 

Reports from the front credit the 
Japanese with having about 200 
guns ‘and many mountain battery, 
and it is known that they recently 
shipped 24 heavy guns to Yinkow.

“The centre of our position is 
located near the famous tower ot 
Liaoyang, about seven miles to the 
southeast. The fighting there was of 
the most desperate character, but is 


now going much nearer. at the 
flanks. 

“The hissing of the shells is dis- 
tinctly qudible, and from the city It 
is casy to seo the shells bursting. 

“Heavy guns were brought into ac- 
tion by both sides yesterday, and 
their dull rotr was discernible alovo 
the sharper detonation of fad and 
mountain guns, 

“The Russians are using big ord- 
ance, which {s in position in the in- 
ner ring of the Liaoyang forts." 

Lasted All Day. 

London, Aug. 31.—A despatch from 
Liaoyang to a news agency, 
Aug. 30, says: ‘‘The Japanese artil- 
lery firo only ceased at 8 o'clock this 
evening. The casualties have not yet 
been ascertained. 

“The third Russian corps repulsod 
a het Japaneso assault, the Japan- 
ese being hurled back by daycnet 
charges, fratly by the 23rd and then 
by the 24th Megiments, + which re- 
ceived and repulsed the enemy no 
less than six times. 

“Two Japanese companies which 
succeeded in occupying a Russian po- 
sition were mistaken for Russians 
and annihilated by Japancee  artil- 
lery fire. 

“At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the 
‘lapanese concentrated their fire on 
a Russian southern detachment, and 
also tried to flank the detachment 
from the right under the protection 
of the batteries. : 

Japs Retreat in Disorder, 

“One company after another was 
noliced running swiftly to the west- 
ward in an attempt to outflank the 
positions, but a Russian regiment 
and a battery were ordered to ad- 
vance and succecded in forcing the 
enemy to retreat in disorder, evacu- 
ating positions they had previously 
gained, . 

“There has been an immense ex- 
penditure of ammunition throughout 
the day, especially on-the southern 
front against the Russian third 
corps. , 

“It in believed that the Russian 
losses #0 far have not been very 
heavy, except to the regiments which 
sustained bayonet charges. All ths 
men serving one Itussian gun except 
one were killed by shrapnel. The sur- 
vivor, who was badly wounded, her- 
ically brought hix gun to headguar- 
tera, and oven then refused to quit 
his place until the general peremp- 
torily ordered him into the hospital.

A strongly worded warning to fruit 
growers and fariners will appear in 
the September issuc of The Cuna- 
dian Horticulturist, which is the of- 
licial organ of the Ontario Fruit 
Growers Association, against selling 
their fruit crops te Irresponsible 
buyers. These buyers are thooe who 
do noi live or uwa any properly or 
sections where they buy their crops, 
‘The Horticulturist claims that tens 
of thousands of dollars ure lust an- 
nually througbout- Canada through 
the fraudukeat methods practixed 
by thee buyers. 

Phe first year they buy 2 few 
thousand barrels in cone section, and 
my cash for them, thereby estabe 
lishing their s¢eputution with many 
gzrowe as responsible buyers. The 
collowing year they take edvantage 
©; this reputation .v contract for 
large quantities of fruli, but do not 
wy for it, putting the growers off 
with one excuse or another. When 
10:N© growers are sunpicioun and de- 
mand payment they pay immediately, 
but in the smajori:vy of cases they 
Juunoge to ship the fruit out of the 
section without paying fcr it. Later 
they tell growers tales of losses and 
tay they are unable te pay the full 
valuo of their fruit and offer to 
roitle at 20 te 30 conts on the al 
har.

Petersburg at a Inte hour and caused 
intense excitement and disappoint- 
ment. The majority of the inhabi- 
tants retired to rest believing that 
the Russian arms had again been 
successful and that the Japanese at- 
tacks had been repelled. Ugly sus- 
Picion, however, had been rifle dur- 
ing the day, owing to the absence of 
Press telegrams from Liaoyamg,‘lead- 
ing to the belféf that the communi- 
cations had been cut by Gen. Kuroki. 
Part of Kurepatkia’s Plan, «— 

The following statement was ob- 
tained by the Associated Press from 
the War Offico ut 10 o’clock tute 
day night: 

"Gen. Kuroki's army~ crossed ‘In 
force to the right bank of the Taitzo 
River, and it therefore became neces- 
sary for the Russians to repel a 
blow in this direction. In view of 
this development in the opcrations 
Gen, Kuropatkin decided to abandon 
his position, on the Icft bank and to 
concentrate his whole army on the 
other side of the river.

“By withdrawing to this position 
the Russian army avoids tho danger 
of being divided by the river, and en- 
Joya the advantago of compactness. 
Gen. Kuropatkin’s move, therefore, is 
Rot to be considered as a retreat, | 
but rather as the carrying out of a 
well-defined idea. The withdrawal of 
the Russians to the right bank in- 
volved the abandonment of Liaoyang, 
which Is situated on the left bank, 

Stern Fighting Yet, 1¢— 

“The Japanese took advantage of 
this to occupy the city, but the stern- ; 
est part of the fighting ix still. be- | 
fore them unless Gen. Kuropatkin de- 
eldes at tho last hour to again fall 
back tq the northward.
